AE CALLED UPON HARRISON 
.- AND BOOMED BLAINE. 
EX-SENATOR DAVIS OF WEST VIRGINIA 
WANTS GOFF IN THE CABINET AND 
ELKINS IN THE SENATE. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 24,—Senator 
Philetus Sawyer of Wisconsin was the most im- 
portant visitor Gen. Harrison had to-day. He 
was one of the few close friends that Gen. Har- 
rison had in the Senate, and he came here by 
Gen. Harrison’s invitation in order to talk over 
Cabinet appointments. Hearrived from Washing- 
ton this foreneon, «nd went at once to Gen. Har- 
rison’s, where he remained until 10 o’clook this 
evening. He left for home on the 11 o’elock 
train. After his return from Gen. Harrison’s he 
said: “Mr. Blaine is the choice of two-thirds of 
the Republicans of the country for the Secreta- 
ryship of State, and they will feel slighted if he 
does not get a Cabinet position. I told Gen. Har- 
rison so this afternoon. I told him aiso that 
Wisconsin had two good men for Cabinet posi- 
tions—Govy. ‘‘Jerry’’ Rusk and Henry C. Payne. 
Gov. Rusk’s health is poor and he weuld 
prefer a place without much work, like the 
Secretaryship of War, and in fact he would not 
take anything else. Mr. Payne, I told Gen: 


Harrison, is willing to be Secretary of the 
Interior, or Secretary of Agriculture. Heis an 
able man aud fit for either position.” 

“What did Gen. Harrison say? Well, to use 
a current phrase, Gen. Hurrison isa good listen- 
er. But lam perfectly satisfied with my visit. 
Senator Quay told me that he was satisfied, and 
soamlI. I teel confident that Mr. Blaine will be 
Secretary of State. He ougnt to have it, and I 
don’t see how Gen. Harrison can avoid offering 
ittobim. As far as Wisconsin 1s concerned, 
neither Gov. Rusk nor Mr. Payne will be disap- 
pointed if an invitation to accept office is net 
tendered, bust they would make capital Cabinet 
officers. 

‘I also said to Gen. Harrison about Mr. 
Blaine that he -was nominated for the Prezi- 
aency in 1884, and could have been nominated 
in 1888,’ and he deserved the place. I don’t 
know what Senator Sherman’s position is, I 
don’t think Senator Allison waats to go into the 
Cabinet. 

‘I don’t believe Gen. Harrison has definitely 
made up his mind. Heis waiting te get more 
information before he selects,” 

Senator Sawyer was asked if he had anything 
to say about Congressional matters ? 

‘* Well,” he replied, ‘I can say for myself that 
Iam not in favor of an extra session, There is 
a division of opinion on that subject among Re- 
publicans. I aid not talk with Gen. Haserisen 
on that subject. 1 did, a little, about the 
Southern question, and I found him to 
be a moderate Kepublican on that question. 
Our talk was mostly abeut the Cabinet. The 
Senate Tariif bill will he passed when Congress 
convenes again, apd in the next Congress it 
will be passed by the House and will become a 
law. The House has prepared no Tariff bili this 
session, and that will give the Senate bill pres- 
tige at the next session. It will not be changed 
much by the next House.” 

Just as be was leaving the hotel Senator Saw- 
yer remarked that Seuator Allison would not 
come West during this reeess. He heard he 
kept in Washington looking after his tariff bill; 
but Senator Spooner woula come West in a few 
days aud would stop at Indianapolis and see 
Gen. Harrison. 

Politicians by scores have called upon Gen. 
Harrison and given bim advice about Cabinet 
appointments. To-day he has had the benetit of 
advice from a Democratic politician, at east in 
name, and if the Demecrat was not mistaken 
when he left Indianapolis his errand had by ne 
means been in vain. Ex-United States Senator 
Henry G. Davis of West Virginia is the gentle- 
man who so kindly took a hand in the construc- 
tion of Gen. Harrison’s Cabinet. 

Ex-Senator Joseph E. McDonala and Con- 
gressmen Bynum, Shively, and Matsen were on 
their wey home from Wasbington to indianapolis 
on Saturday when, at Cumberlana, Md. Mr. 
Davis popped into the car. 

‘*Why, where are yeu going from home just 
befere Christmas, Davis?’ said ex-Senator Mc- 
Denald, an old friend. ‘Oh, I have alittle busi- 
ness at Cincinnati which I must attend to, and I 
shall be home again by Christmas,” was the re- 

ly. 
whan he said this nobody thought of it at the 
time and they all began talking West Virginia 
politics. ‘‘We have got the State,” said Mr. 
Davis. “Mr. Golf is elected Governor. They 
did their best, and claim two of the Congress- 
men, but we have elected three Congressmen, 
all exeept Wilson, and they will be seated.” 

‘“*We,” said Mr. Bynum. “I thought you were 
a Democrat. You speak as though you were a 
Republican.” Mr. Davis blushed, and stam mer- 
ingly explained that it was a slip of the tongue, 
but, as his companions said to-day, he talked all 
the time like a Republican, and all he cares for 
is the success of his son-in-law, Stephen B. 
Eikins, and of Mr. Blaine, both ef whom are as- 
sociated with himi in business. In fact, quite a 
share of Mr. Davis’s waking hours were deroted 
to eulogies of Mr. Blaine. He said that he was 
the greatest living statesman, that he had 
raisea the tariff issue and defeated the Dewmo- 
crats, and if any man should be recognized by 
Gen. Harrison it was Mr. Blaine. 

** Will Nathan Gott, Jr., be the next Senator 
from West Virginia?’ asked his fellow-Demo- 
crats of Mr. Davis. ‘‘He will, unless he goes 
into the Cabinet. I think that Gen. Harrison 
will offer him a place in the Cabinet. He was 
Secretary of the Navy under President Hayes, 
and I think he would make ap admirable Secre- 
tary under Gen. Harrison, and would rebuild 
the American Navy and atthe same time en- 
courage American industries,” replied Davia. 

“If Mr. Golf goes to the Cabinet who will then 
be United States Senator ?” 

*“‘Mr. Elkins. Mr. Elkins has not long been a 
resident of West Virginia, but he is well knewn 
as one of the foremost Republicans, and the 
people of West Virginia would be proud to have 
him inthe Senate. We bave a majority of one 
in the Legislature. The Democrats claim a ma- 
jority of one, but two of the members claimed 


“Us. again,” remarked Mr. Bynum. Mr. 
Davis blushed for the second time. ‘Tha fact 
is,’ said he, ‘‘I hear my son-in-law, Mr. Elkins, 
talk Republican politics so much that I uncon- 
sclously adopt his words ef expression.” 

Last evening just before tke train reached 
Cincinnat!, Mesers. McDonald, Bynum, Shively, 
and Matson bade Mr. Davis adieu, supposing that 
he w4s going ,to stop there and they would see 
him nomore. To their greatsurpricse, they saw 
him eating supper in the railrcai dining room. 
* We theught ou were xoing to stop here,” said 
one ofthem. * Well, [don’t know but I might 
as well go alittle further; itis Sunday, and I 
can do no business now,” replied Davis. “Well, 
come along to Indianapolis with us,’’ was the 
general invitation. Mr. Davis cheerfully as- 
sented, and after the train had left Cincinnati, 
Mr. McDonald, always hospitable, pressed Mr. 
Davis to be his guest during bis stay at Indian- 
apolis. This is where Mr. Davis blushed for the 
third time. 

“The tact is,” he said, “‘I am going to stay at 
Gen. Harrison’s. You know wy daughter, Mrs. 
Brown, and Mrs. McKee, Gen. Harrison’s 
daughter, are great friends, and she expects 
me to go there.”’ 

‘Does Gen. Harrison know you are coming?” 
asked Mr. MeDonald. 

*“*Yes, he knows it. I telegraphed him that I 
wanted to come and he answered that [ should 
de so.’ 

Sure enough, when the train got to Indianap- 
olis at llgo’clock last night, Mr. MeKee, Gen. 
Harrison's son-in-law, was walting at the station 
with ateam,in which he drove Mr. Davis to 
Gen. Harrison’s house. He staid there till this 
afternoon, when he started back for home. In 
addition to his own admissions his purpose here 
is well understood by the leading politieians. 
He, an ex-Democravic Senator and still a Demo- 
crat in pame, asked Gen. Harrison, the Repub- 
lican President-elect, to appoint Mr. Goff, a Re- 
publican, to the Cabinet, in order that Mr. 
Davis’s son-in-law, Mr. Elkins, a Republican, 
may be eleeted Senater by a Legislature right- 
fully Democratic by a small majority. 

At the Fifth-Avenue Hotel during the Presi- 
dential campaign Mr. Elkins said that people 
were mistaken in thinking that he was trying to 
carry West Virginia for the Republicans in 
order that he might be elected United States 
Senator. ‘‘Iean’t be eleeted as long as Mr, 
‘Gott is a candidate. I will have to wait until he 
is satistied.” This statement was made after 
Tuer Timus had charged that Mr. Elkins and his 
father-in-law, Mr. Davis, were oolonizinug 
negroes on the line of a railroad they were 
building in West Virginia in order to carry the 
State forthe Kepublicans. Butit Mr. Goff can 
be put into the Cabinet Mr. Elkins’s chances for 
the Senatorsbip will be good, whether the Legis- 
lature be Democratic er Republiesan. 

Mr. Davis is the President of the West Vir- 
ginia Central Railway Company. Mr. Elkins 
is its Vice-President. That railroad is now the 
eontrolling force in West Virginia politics, and 
its favor will be thrown for Elkins regardless 
of politivs, Davis, Elkins, and Blaine are as- 
sociated together in coal land and kindred en- 
terprises, and as Jay Gould once said of him- 
self, tbey are Republican in Republican coun- 
ties and Democratic in Democratic counties, 
and the men elected to the Legislature are for 
them every time. 

Great rejoicing is expressed to-day §by the 

ndianapolis Journal and the Republican 
politicians over the failure of the Grand Jury 
to indict Dudley before they took a recess for 
the Christuias holidays, The Journal has an 
editorial to-day in which Dudley is bighly eulo- 
gized, and the statement is made that the pros- 
ecution is ended and that Dudley has been 
vindicated from Democratic fuisehoods.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Quarters have 
beon engaged at the Arlington Hotel for Gen. 
Harrison and party prior to the tnauguration 
ceremonies next Marcn. There will bein tha 
party Gen. Harrison and wife, Russell Harrison 
und wife, J.23 R. McKee, wife, and two children; 
ex-Senator Saunders of Nebraska and wife, 
(parents of Mrs. Russell Harrison;) E. W. Hal- 
ford, private secretary, wife, and daughter. 
The distinguished guests will arrive here about 
a week befere inauguration day. They will be 
located in the Johnson Annex on H-street, 
and be served in a private dining room. 

On the morning of inauguration day they 
will go to Willard’s Hotel in Pennsylvania- 
avenue and oecupy a parlor on the second floor, 
whence they will view the procession as it 
forms. In accordance with the precedent es- 
tablished by Andrew Jackson, and observed by 
every President but two since then, President 
Cleveland will call for President-elect Har- 
rison at Willard’s and escort him to the Capitol.

THE IMMIGRATION QUESTION. 


CANADIANS WHO COME ACROSS THE 
RIVER AND WORK IN DETROIT. 

DETROIT, Dec. 24.—Congressman Ford, 
Chairman of the Congressional committee in- 
vestigating the question of immigration and 
contract labor, was the only member of that 
committee present this morning to carry on the 
examination in this city, the remaining mem- 
bers having betaken themselves to their homes 
to spend Christmas, and the Chairman only con- 
fined himself to his committee duties during the 
forenoon, taking the noon train for his home at 
Grand Rapids. Lyman A. Brant, an ex-member 
of the Legislature and a well-known local labor 
agitator, was the first witness examined by Mr. 
Ford. He had been connected with Jabor organ- 
izations for 17 years. Of the printers in Detroit 
40 per eent. were foreigners. He knew of four 
Canadians who lived in Canada and worked in 
Detroit. A great many French Canadians pass 
through Detroit in the Fall for the lumber 
camps in the northern part of the State, but 
they do not take on the burden of responsi- 
bilities of citizenship, and return to Canada 
when the lumbermen come out of the woeds in 
the Spring. 

Three of the largest retail dry goeds houses 
at gta Canadian women clerks. The witness 
had seen several Canadian papers-‘which adver- 
tised for 50 to 100 persons to work in Detroit in 
various businesses. There was no lack of labor- 
ers or workmen at any time in this city. The 
motive of these advertisers, who never signed 
their names, was to keep down the unions and 
eut down wages by flooding the labor market. 
Witness was acquainted with the case com- 
menced against John Craig, a master ship car- 
penter at Trenten, 16 miles below this eity, who 
had imported 60 French Canadians to werk in 
his yard at $2 perday. Craig pleaded igneranee 
of the law, and was let off with a nominal fine 
and paying the expenses of the men back to 
Canada. This appears to have broken up the 
custom of importing ship carpenters. The com- 
mittee, however, had not been able to acquire 
the neceasary evidence in regard to other trades. 

On the street car lines about 40 per cent. are 
unraturalized Canadiaas. Workingmen have 
noticed that their wages were decreasing by 
this overpius of labor, and they wish toreign 
producers excluded. They do not think it fair 
to protect the geese produced in foreign coun- 
tries while at the same time admitting the pro- 
ducers to free competition with American labor. 

Henry A. Robinson, the most activeand prow- 
tnent labor agitator in this city, was the next 
witness. He had lived in Detroit 24 years, and had 
all his adult life belonged to carpenters’ unions 
and labor organizations in general. A year or 
two ago the practice of employing alien Cana- 
dians became so prevalent that a workingmen’s 
mass meeting was held and a committes, of 
which he was a member, was appointed, which 
investigated the subject and ascertained that a 
great many Canadians who lived along the bor- 
der had been in the habit of coming across the 
river and working in the bogt and shoe, ship 
carpenter, cracker, bakery, and chemical manu- 
facturing establishments in Detroit. 

Jeremiah D. Long, City Assessor and a prom- 
inent leader among the workingmen, testitied 
that he was personally aware that advertise- 
ments Oftem appeared in Canadian papers for 
workmen in Detroit. In each branch of indus- 
try namedin these advertisements there was 
already an overplus of laber, but they were not 
able to gain the technical proef of vielation of 
the law in the knitting, boot and shoe, dry 
goods, and other trades. A Canadian would at 
first work for lower wages than American 
workmen, but the pressure or his _ fellow-work- 
men in union organizations svon induced him to 
stand out for union wages. . Witness believed 
that the immigration laws were violated every 
day in Detroit, but the technieal proof was very 
hard to get. The effect of fiooding the labor 
market was to drive Ameriean citizens out of 
employment and reduce their wages. 

John Haire, Assistant City Assessor, testified 
that he wasahatter by trade. He had been 
connected with labor organizations for tive 
years; knew that a great many allens had been 
employed in Detroit as lumbermen, ship car- 
penters, cracker bakers, street.car men and car- 
penters; estimated that25 percent. ef thei car- 

enters employed in Detroit are aliens, and that 
this has caused a great depression in that trade. 
These aliens eame to Detroit when the market 
was well supplied. The reason why Canadians 
are employed is because they are more willing 
to submit to long hours and other disadvan- 
tages than Americans weuld be if empluyed in 
the same business. 

Mr. Ford at this point adjourned the hearing 
until Wednesday.

THE SPY SYSTEM TO BR ABOLISHED. 

St. Louis, Dec. 24.—The Secret Service 
of the Missouri Pacific, or what is less offensive- 
ly known as the special service, will cease to 
exist after Jan. 1. The department presided 
over by Mr. Furlong was a powerful instru- 
ment during the administration of the late H. 
M. Hoxie, and was used to the full 
extent allowed by law, and perhaps to 


an extent not thus sanctioned. When 
Mr. #8. H. H. Clark succeeded Mr. 
Hoxie, upon the latter’s death, he announced 
that he was resolutely opposed to the espionage 
and decoy system in forcé, and that he did not 
believe in inviting employes to be dishonest by 
thinking themso. He has sinee that time stead- 





the service, and sought to maintain direes and 
triendly relations with the employes of the read 
as the best means of averting strikes. 

The separation of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas from the Missouri Pacific system fur- 
{uished opportunity for a further reduction of 
\force, and the number of men under Mr. Fur- 
long was cut down from 20 to 8, and now that 
retrenchment and economy are the watohwords 
the services is to be wholly abolished. Mr. Fur- 
long’s position was worth from $3,500 to $5,000 
ayear.

THE GOVERNOWS STAFF. 


NEARLY ALL THE PRESENT MEMBERS 
TO BE REAPPOINTED. 

ALBANY, Dec. 24.—It is authentically 
Stated that with four exceptions and possibly, 
though not probably, a fifth, the present mem- 
bers of the staft of the Commander-in-Chief will 
be re-appointed by Gov. Hill. Having a reputa- 
tion for consistency to maintain, the announce- 
ment of the staff appointments is not likely to 
be publicly made until after Christmas, as was 
the case three years ago, when Gov. Hiil cre- 
ated a mild sensation in the National Guard by 
summarily dispensing with the services of sev- 


eral of his predecessor’s appointees and putting 
new and untried men in their places, 

Principal among those appointees was Ad)jt.- 
Gen. Josiah Porter, who, until the day the 
tender of his appointment as eshief executive 
lilitary officer of the State was made to him, 
was personally entirely unknown te Gov. Hill. 
And, singularly enough, it is the question of the 
reappointmeut of Adjt.-Gen. Porter which is 
said to be held in abeyance at this juncture by 
the Commander-in-Chief. Every other position, 
it is stated, has been definitely filled; but, al- 
though delegations of National Guard ofticers, 
high in rank and authority, as well as those of 
lesser degree, have urged the claims of Gen. 
Porter to retention in his present ottice upon 
Gov. Hill, the latter, 1t is said, hesitates, Never- 
theless the indications seem to point in the 
direction of Gon. Porter, and he will in all 
probability head the general staff, which will 
be made up as follows:

The aides-de-camp retained upen the personal 
staff of the Commander-in-Chief are Cels. 
Pruyn, Judson, Donohue, and Gaynor. Cols. 
Hilton and Walker—the former a son of the 
Hon. Henry Hilton—give place to George B. 
McClellan and a scion of ome of the wealthiest 
inembers of the aristocracy of Troy. Col. Mc- 
Clellan, whois a son of the late Gen. George B. 
McClellan, bas been identified with the National 
Guard for seme time past as a Lieutenant in 
the Eighth Regiment, Col. Geerge D. Scott, and 
his appointment is believed to be due quite as 
much to sentimental as to political reasons. 

Brig.-Gen. Earle, who succeeds Gen. Daniel 
D. Wylie as Chief ef Artillery, has commanded 
the Second Battery for several years, and is 
prominent in charitable work in New-York. He 
goes to the head ef the artillery arm of the 
State solely because of Gen. Wylie’s positive re- 
fusal to accept any position or to continue 
longer on the Goveruor’s staif for reasons per- 
sonal to himself, 

The position of Quartermaster-General, as- 
signed to Brig.-Gen. Lansing, is purely orna- 
mental, no duties or responsibilities being at- 
tached to it, and the appointment is understood 
to have been made as arecognition ef the in- 
terior of the State, and in order to “ever up,” 
as nearly as might be, the distribution of places 
geographically. : 

The vommissions of the present members of 
the general staff expire at midnight on the 31st 
of Deeember, with the expiration of the term 
of the Governor, by whem they were appointed. 
The new staff will be sworn in by the Secretary 
of State on the first day of January, immediate- 
ly following the military pageant, which it has 
been arranged shall accempany the ceremonies 
attending the inauguration of Gov. Hill. 





LHAGUE ISLAND NAVY YARD. 


IMPROVEMENTS PROPOSED BY THE SPE- 
CIAL COMMISSION, 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 24.—The report of 
the Commissioners appointed by Secretary 
Whitney to inquire into and report upon needed 
improvements at the League Island Navy Yard, 
with its recommendations, has been forwarded 
to Washington. They estimate the cost for the 
various improvements at about $400,000. The 
report recemmends the concentration on the 
eastern part of the island of the operating plant. 
The contemplated improvements include not 
only the retention of all the present structures, 
but the erection ef new buildings and the con- 
Btruetion of a new basin running 1,300 feet 
back from the Delaware, and to be 600 feet in 


width. The basin would hold 8 ships, andif 
necessary could accommodate 24. it includes 
also the addition of three wings to the building 
east of the proposed basin, making the building 
in the form of a hollow square, and to be known 
as the Construction Department. 

Two similar buildixgs are to be erected to be 
used by the Department of Ordnance and 
Equipment and the Department of Steam Engi- 
neering. Asa foundry for all the departments 
the present iron-plating shop could be utilized. 
The dry dock would be in the line of the three 
principal buildings, not in front of the machine 
shop, as was first suggested. A smaller deck 
would be erected on the west side of this, and 
altogether six wharves would be bullt onthe 
Delaware front, embracing two large erection 
slips and the inlet to the basin. This arrange- 
ment will bring the entire operating plant into 
the smallest possible space, thereby avoiding 
delays and confusion. Another feature of this 
arrangement 1s that tho necessity for a sea wall 
around the entire island would be avoided and 
in its plage_one on the Delaware frout only 
would be sufficient.

The enginecr dis- 
covered to his horror that No. 23 was pulled up 
in front of the station and on the main traek. 
The distance was only about 75 yards, and at 
the rate at which No. 5 was runnipg it was im- 
possible to even slack up. On sped the * Can- 
non Ball’ at lightning speed. ‘here was a 
crash, and when the people on the platform re- 
covered from their horror the lecomotive of the 


“Cannon Ball” had disappeared in the rear. 


When the cloudof dust 
and dépria bad cleared away a terrible sight 
was presented. 

Scattered on either sfde for several yards 
were the fragments of two eoaches, piled up in 
every sonceivable way, and here and there a 
human form could be seen pinned to the earth 
by some of the timbers. The coaches that were 
attached to the death-dealing engine retained 
their hold, and the baggage car was piled upon 
the tender and crushed out of shape. 

Willing hands gave instant ald, and the un- 
fortunates were relieved as much ag possible. 
To make the scene more terrible the escaping 
steam from the engine poured out over the pas- 
sengers, sealding some ef them horribly. 

The fireman of No. 5, Charles King of Louis- 
ville, jumped from his engine when he saw the 
collision was inevitable, striking a ‘“ mail 
catcher” post. He is probably fatally injured. 

Engineer McFerran, also of Louisville, stuck 
to the throttle and went with his engine through 
the telescoped car. He is terribly scalded and 
may die. 





THELTS BY WHOLESALL.

REST OF LAWYER CUTTING. 
CuicaGo, Dec. 24.—As a result of the 
disclosures made by lawyer Cutting Saturday 
before the Grand Jury in the stolen bond case, 
there are now under arrest W. F. Shaw, Henry 
Plessner, C. D. Taylor, and Otis Corbett. Cor- 
bett is the father-in-law of Shaw, and until a 
short time ago wasadry goods merchant at 

Rock Island. 

Inspeetor Bentield yesterday secured $2.100 
of bonds stolen frem Kellogg, Johnson & Bliss 
in April, and expects to get $5,000 more be- 
longing to another firm to-day. In afew days 
more he expects to be, if he is not already, on 
the trail of the robbers, and in the meantime 


he will devote himself to exposing the system 
of what he believes to be one of the boldest and 
most etticiently orgaalized band of burgiars that 
ever operated in Chicago. 

The luspector cluims to be satisfied that 
Lawyer Cutting is not criminally implicated, 
but was dragged into the matter by his legal 
connection with Shaw, who possessed the stolen 
bonds. Shaw was arrested Saturday night ena 
train near Indianapolis, and was brought to Chi- 
cago yesterday. He told Inspeetor Bonfield his 
story last night. He ssid be received the Kel- 
logg and sume, other bonds early in September 
trom Taylor, who left them as collateral fora 
loan. He had after subsequent negotiations for 
their sale retained Cutting to deliver the bonds, 
but had not mentioned bords to him in any way, 
ner did he deliver the preperty to Cutting. 

Plessner has stated that he knows that there 
Was an organized gang of burglars at ;werk and 
that they not only committed the Cahn, Wam- 
st & Co. and the Kellogg, Johnson & Bliss 

urglaries, but alse the Henry W. King & Co. 
job, which was several months later. 

Shaw is Secretary und manager of a promi- 
nent building and loan association in this eity. 
The police have not yet determined which of 
the men arrested had.actual dealings with the 
thieves who stele the bonds. 

Shaw and Plessner were arraigned in the 
Armory Police Court this morning. Inspector 
Bontield stated to the. Justice that Shaw on 
Saturday bad given him information to recover 
bonds valued at $2,106 which were stolen from 
Kellogg. Johnson & Bliss on April 27 last, 
apd that this morning} Shaw had turned 
ever to him $3,000 in bonds stolen 
from Cahn, Wampold & Go. at about the 
same time. The inspector asked that the hear- 
ing be postponed till Deo. 29, the date fixed for 
considering the cases of ©. D. Taylor and 
Lawyer Cutting for complicity in the same 
theft, and that the bonds be made heavy. Tke 
request was acceded toand the bonds im each 
case were fixed at $5,000.

TWO LIVES LUST BY FIRE. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Dec. 24.—Word was 
received here this morning of a terrible fire in 
the little village of Forest City, a few miles 
above here, on the Erie Railway. In the fire an 
aged woman and her grandson lost their lives 
yesterday. The burned dwelling was owned by 
Mrs. Priestly,a widow. Her mother lived on 
the first ficor, while she and her two ehildren 


slept on the second floer. The fire originated on 
the grourd floor and the woman awoke sudden- 
ly to find ner room filled with smoke. 

Finding it impossible to make her way down 
Stairs she Managed to escape through the win- 
dow to the ground with her youngest child. Be- 
fore she could reach the other child the floor 
gave way and the little one was precipitated to 
the lower floor in the flames. Men worked 
vigorously with such means as they had at 
hand, but could do nothing more than prevent 
the spreading of the flames te the adjeining 
buildings.. Tho charred remains of the granda- 
mother and the little 3-year-old ehild were 
taken from the fuins. The mother is frantic 
with grief andis under a watch so that she ean- 
not make away with herself. The loss in the 
burning of the building will be about $1,500.

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A BOLD DAYLIGHT ROBBEEY. 


FOUR MEN ROB A MESSENGER OF ONE 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 

PITTSBURG, Dec. 24.—One of the boldest 
daylight robberies ever attempted in this city 
‘was perpetrated this afternoon in fronts of the 
Penn Building on Penn-avenue. Shortly after 
2 o’clock Joseph Sturtevant, aged 18, a messen- 
ger in the offiee ef Dilworth, Porter & Co., 
drew $1,000 from the Citizens’ National Bank, 
with whieh he started for the office of his 
employers, stopping on his way at 
the Penn Building, where he had 
orders to leave $600 of the money 
with C. O. Beggs & Co., situated on the eighth 
floor of the building. Sturtevant had placed 
the money, which was in crisp new bank notes 
ot large denomination, in his right outside over- 
coat pocket. He had just reached the steps 
leading into the building and put out his hand 
to pull owt the storm doors when four men 
rushed up and all jostled against him asif in 
haste to enter ahead of him. As the men sur- 
rounded him one of them caught hold of 
the door handies for a moment and stopped 
Sturtevant’s progress. When the aoors were 
opened two of themen started leisurely up 
Penn-avenue, and the other two walked into 
the elevater with Sturtevant. During the 
crowding Sturtevant had taken his hand out of 
his pocket where he had been holding the money. 
When he got on the elevatorhe ran his hand 
into his pocket again, but the money was gone, 
He immediately accused the two men of having 
taken it, but they denied the charge and laughed 
at him. The two mem got off at the sixth 
floor, and took the other elevator down while 
Sturtevant went up to Beggs’s office and noti- 
fied Inspector McAleese by telephene of his 
loss. The Inspector, with Detectives Coulson 
and McKelvey, went to the place at once, and, 
aiter getting as much of w description of the 
men as possible, started in pursuit of them. 
Sturtevant was too much excited to describe 
apy of the men other than to say that they were 
ali young and well dressed. 

The elevator man who teok the mer up fo the 
sixth fivor was able to give a more accurate de- 
scription. The men, the engineer, and a col- 
Ored porter at the Penn Building were standing 
justinside of the entry when the robbery was 
committed, but they suppused the four men 
were acquaintances of Sturtevant and the jost- 
ling a joke until after he told of his loss, Sturte- 
vant has been in Dilworth, Porter & Co.’s em- 
ploy for five or six years and bears a good rep- 
utation. 

The poliee are of the opizion that the four 
men who committed the repbery were either in 
the bank or outside of it and saw Sturtevant 
draw the money. A numberof petty robberies 
were reported to the police authorities yester- 
day. The streets in the business portion of the 
town were crowded all day long and the pick- 
pocket got in his werk at every corner. One 
lady with a plethoric purse was relieved of $50 
while waiting for a car at Penn-avenue and 
Sixth-street. Smaller robberies were quite 
numerous, 


FATAL POWDER EXPLOSION. 


ONE MAN BLOWN TO ATOMS AND OTH- 
ERS BADLY INJURED. 

WHEELING, West Va., Dec. 24.—Further 
advices received from Mount Pleasant, Ohio, 
the scene of yesterday’s territic explosion, re- 
Port that none of the wounded have yet died, 
though some are in a critical condition. About 
1,000 pounds of powder exploded. The dyna- 
mite storedin the magazine was frozen hard 
and it did not explode, er the whoie village 
would have been destroyed. The tunnel at 
which the explosion occurred is known as Long 
Run Tunnel, the opening of which is at the 


mouth ef Loag Run, a tributary of Short Creek, 
in Jefferson County, about nine miles west of 
Martin's Ferry. 

The expivsion occurred abeut 1:30 o’clock, 
tearing up the ground under the magazine toa 
depth of 1vu feet, 25 feet -wide, and 35 long, twist- 
ing, Wrenuching, and tearing large trees like 
pipe stems, and filling the air with débris ef 
every description aud not only killing one of 
the laborers and hurting many vthers seriousty 
if net fatally, but creating a panic ameng the 
remainder of the employes and intense excite- 
ment in the neighborhood. Charles Gieck, who 
was biown to atoms, was 19 years old, and 
came from Charleston, West Va., some ménths 
ago. One Irishman, aged 40 years, uame 
not known, had a gash three iaches 
long cut in the _ forehead, upper lip 
cut almost entirely off, and was internally in- 
a Another Irishman bad his shoulder dis- 
ocated. Another man, unknown, had two ribs 
broken, and was terribly cut about the face and 
body. One colored man, whuse name is not 
knewn, was injured internally and carried 
away unconscieus. Four others were cut about 
the head, face, and body, and others received 
smaller injuries. A Miss Munker received a 
terrible blow on the head, cutting a good-sized 
gash. John Parrish, colored, had his foot 
crushed. McCann, one of the contractors, was 
biown over into tne creek, a distance of about 
30 feet, and, strange to say, escaped with 
slight injuries. 

The explosion was no doubt caused by Gleck’s 
own carelessness. Shortly before 16 occurred 
he was seen breaking the luck on the magazine 
door and entered with a lignted pipe in his 
mouth. Two boys who were with him say he 
was taking them in to see how the dynamite 
worked, but, en noticing him smoking, \oey ran 
away aud were not overa hundred yards dis- 
tant when the explesion occurred. 





KILLED BY HER HUSBAND. 
Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 24.—At a late hour 
last night Mrs, William Crossley, a bride of a 
few months andonly 15 years eld, staggered 
inte the house of her tather, Oliver H. Perry, on 
Lakeview-avenue, threw up her hands, ana ex- 
claimed, ‘Oh, Papa, I am shot!” She then 


advanced a few steps and fell dead in her 
motnper’s armas. 

Hardly had the young bride breathed her last 
before the neighbors found her dying husband, 
Jesse Cressley, in the snow outside the Perry 
residence. Blood was oozing from a bullet 
wound in his right temple, and in his right hand 
was the revolver with which the husband had 
murdered his wife and then shot himself. Crosa- 
ley was carried to the house of his :father, next 
to the home of his wife, und, after lingering a 
couple of hours, expired without saying a word. 
Jealousy was the cause of the double murder. 
Crossley did not live happily with his wife. He 
was dissatisfied with the sort of company she 
kept. 

He met his wife down town last night and 
persuaded ber to takea sleigh-ride with him. At 
ite termination he escorted ber to the house of 
her father, en the outskirts ef the city, at a late 
hour, and stood for some time engaged in eon- 
versation on the piazza with her. hat passed 
between them is not knewn.

A CRASH ON THE BRIDGE: 


A IRAIN TELESOCOPED AT THE 
BROOKLYN TERMINUS. 

ONE CONDUCTOR BADLY CRUSHED, BUT 
ONLY TWO OF THE PASSENGERS 
SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

A collision on the bridge during the 
greatest stress of traffic last evening re- 
sulted in the injury of three persons and in 
a@ blockade of the cable road which lasted 
for an hour. The accident occurred at the 
Brooklyn end of the big connecting thorough- 
fare at 5:35 e’clock. Atrain, of which George 
Schofield was the rear-car conductor, nad come 
to a stand in the station, had discharged its 
passengers, and was waiting for the switcn 
engine to shunt it over to the opposite side of 
the station. Coenduetor Schofleld went forward 
and received from the conductor of the next car 
the red lights, to transfer to the rear platform, 
which on the return trip to New-York would be 
the front platform of the train. 

For some unexplained reason there ensued 
considerable delay in the shunting of the train. 
Tho switch engine was slow in cerming up, or the 
train was ahead of timé, or the signals to puil 
out had not been given, or something not yet 
known that should not have happened did hap- 
pen, and when Conductor Schofield reached tho 
rear platform of hisstanding train he was almost 
paralyzed with horrer to see a crowded train 


coming duwn the heavy grade from New-York 
and not much over 50 yards distant. Conductor 
Jobn McWilliams was alone on the front plat- 
form of the oncoming train. He nad observed 
the standing train in the station, aod had bis 
hand on the vacuum brake. He looked at the 
block signal, and 1t announced the road clear 
He looked at the standing train and there were 
no red lights to show danger there. He with- 
held his hand fromthe brake. It would have 
been a breach of diseipiine for him to stop the 
train. 

Suddenly the red lights appeared in Conductor 
Schotieid’s hands. Conductor McWilliams in 
less time than it can be read set the vacuum 
brake, rang one bell to alarm the conductors on 
the three rear ears to do the same, and applied 
his whole strength to the hand brake, bontupon 
averting a disaster if in his powertodoso. He 
did notentirely succeed. Tho trains came to- 
gether, and the two platforms that struck were 
splintered into kinaling wood in the flash of an 
eye. MoWilliams stuck to his brakes, the only 
man ou either platform, and received the full 
force of the collision. His right foot was 
smashed to 2 pulp, and he was jammed between 
the two cars, and had unis life almost crushed 
out of him. The passengers throughout the 
train were all of them severely shaken up. aud 
two vf them, Mrs. Kate Murtaa oft 13 Butler- 
street and Mrs. H. S. Maeder of 434 Geid-street 
Brooklyn, were injured rather seriously. Mrs. 
Murtha sustained a severe contusion upon the 
head from being thrown vielently against the 
door frame. Mrs. Maeder received internwl in- 
juries. Both ladies were sent to their homes in 
@arriages. Conductor McWilliams was taken in 
an ambulance to the hospitsl. Befere leaving 
the scene of the accident he gave ashort state- 
ment of the occurrence from his point of view, 
but his strength began to fail and he was not 
delayed. : 

Meantime the horde ef Brooklynites home- 
Ward bound from their work and from holiday 
shopping began to accumulate at the New-York 
end of the bridge. In less than five minutes 
every square foot on the platform and side gal- 
lery, the stairs and vestibule clear down to 
Park-row was a3 thickly studded with men and 
women as it couid be. Just before 6 o'clock 
one train started out of the station, but it was 
signaled to stop at the top of the grade, and 
there it let gu the cable and came to a halt. Lhe 
passengers, confined midway between New- 
York and Brooklyn, were neither able tu go 
abead nor turn back, and became in consequence 
somewhat restless. But wait they had to, for 
they were not allowed to leave the train, and 
wait they therefore did. So did the thousands 
at the New-York end who did not like te walk 
across the bridge. But by far the larger num- 
ber of those caught in New-Yerk by the acci- 
dent took to the footpath, and had for their 
pains about as pleasant a promenade as they 
are likely to have until the flowers bloom in the 
Spring. The sky was clear, the air was dry and 
net too coel, and the path was clean and fir. 
So there was net much grumbling among them. 

At 6:30 the damaged cars had been hauled off 
into the switch yard, the track was again clear, 
and two engines ran out te the top of the grade 
on the bridge and picked up the anchored 
train and brought it inte Brooklyn and cleared 
the track fer traffic, wnich then went on with- 
out interruption. 

Much wouder was expressed that the casual- 
ties had not been greater, and mingled with 
the reciprocated congratulations of the passen- 
gera over theif almvuost miraculous escape were 
Warm encomiums of the bravery and hero- 
ism of Conductor McWilliams. He was appar- 
ently without blame in the matter. The respon- 
sibility for the accident, that might have been 
& great catastrophe, lay somewhere else— 
where and upon whom will be the subject of an 
investigation by the Bridge Trustees. 





POISONED BY 4HIS WIFE. 

BaLTImor:g, Dec. 24.—A special dispatch 
to-night to the American from Onancock, Va., 
tells or the mysterious death of William J. Tay- 
lor, who was buried last Monday at Modest- 
town, a little village in tho northern part of 
Accomack County. Yesterday the remains were 
disinterred and a Coroner’s juryis at work on 
the ease. The following facts are from the tes 
timony of the witnesses thus far examined 


Taylor was a farmer, with a wife and child 
The wife is pretty, but iguorant. Since 
the first of the present mcnth the 
medicine that Taylor took produced con- 
vulsions. The attacks became serious. OD 
Dec. 13, after drinking medicine adzoin- 
istered in his house, his limbs became -sigid 
and the eonvulsions greatly increased. Two 
days afterward his condition became 80 critical 
that several persons agreed to remain with him 
through the night. He asked his wife for a 
glass of water. It made bimwerse. His wife 
then gave hima whitish substance, which she 
deelared to be sugar. Violent spasms [oliowed, 
and before a physician eeuld arrive he was 
dead. Doctors testitied that the symptoms in 
dicated strychnine poisoning. It was shown 
that Mrs. Taylor had bought a bottle of strycn- 
nine, butshe says it was at her husband’s re- 
questand thatbe want it to killrats. Taylor 
had an insurance for $2,000 on his life. The ia- 
quest is atill in progress. 





MR. SCANLAN’S NEW PLAY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 24.—The Walnut- 
Street Tueatre was crowded to-night to witness 
the first performance of W. J. Scanian 1n Jessog 
& Townsend’s new play vf “Myles Aroon.” 
The action of the play takes place in the County 
Westmeath, Ireland, at the present day. The 
play is a marked departure from the conven- 
tional Irish drama, inasmuch as there are no 
political allusions, red-coats, or priests used by 
the dramatists in the development of the plot. 
The story is simple and effectively told. The 
situations, some of which are new and foreibie, 
are all naturally led up to, the dialogue ia 
bright and witty, and there isan abundance of 
good comedy. A child ie introduced in the 
play, which 1s the first time Mr. Scanlan haa 
ever used one In any of his stage work. Soms 
of his scenes with the ohbild aroused the audl- 
ence to the highest pitch of enthusiasm. 

The new songs which Mr. Scanlan has written 
for this play eompare favorably with any of his 
past compositions. He was in good volce to- 
night, and sang them all with great spirit, The 
“swing Song” and “fYou andI Love” seemea 
to particularly please the audience, and were 
demanded again and again. In ‘Myles Aroon’ 
Mr. Scanlan has a much better play than any of 
his old ones. The title réle suits him well, and 
calls fora higher and more artistic class of 
stage work than any he has yet done, 


ACTOR WARDEZ IN TROUBLE. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 24.—An execution for 
$753 73 was levied on the stage property of 
Frederick Warde, the actor, Saturday night 
while he was playing at MoVicker’s Theatre.

GRAVE ANDGAY PARISTALK 


POLITICS, PAIT’S RETURN, 
AND ROYAL GUESTS: 

MME. DEMAY’S REGRETTED DEATH— 

GOWNS AND DINNERS FOR THE 

GREAT~—WILSON AS A SIDE SCENE. 

Pakis, Dec. 1.—It is generally conceded 
that the present political state ef affairs 
cannot last long. This sentiment or belief 
will not prevent the half-disguised turbu- 
lent statu quo from blundering on, until 
sone ambitious overt act leads to a sudden 
change of Governmental authority or to 
some outside complication. The great 
trouble is that the actual gdchis is liable to 
be replaced by a worse one. Now the mud 
pie belongs to any and every one, and it is 
more threatening to hand it over to one 
controlling interest. Things are bad enough 
as they are. ; 

Exceptin the near dazzling prospect of 
the Exhibition, stagnation isthe password 
to all business. The Bourse is a mere 
shadow of its fsual brightness, and were it 
not for ominous, weatherwise Panama and 
copper speculation, one might lend to the 
safety heel of an old sock. There is con- 
sistency in the report that M. Floquet means 
to do sumething; he means to lash into fury 
the Boulanger ghost of conspiracy; he in- 
tends to arrest the General—if he can; he 
will show fight to some one, and to many if 
circumstances will allow, and M. Carnot, 
tired of the irritation afd dread of coming 
strife, is almost willing to yield to any press- 
ure. 

M. Ferry’s friends are going to make a 
bold dash in his behalf. They even go so 
far as to hint at the names of Generals who 
would espouse the cause of M. Ferry as 


President of the Council, and their great 
trump card is the offering of the 
Presidency of the republic to the Duc 
d’Aumale. The personality of the _ lat- 
ter has always been a sympathetic one hero, 
He gave Chantilly, and he worships France, 
and the peeple believe in this, and they like 
it. Ifa congress could be brought about by 
hook or by crook the Duke’s name might 
come out of the elective urn. E 

As an offset to all this discussion and 
analysis Boulanger represents luck itself. 
No man ever made more blunders, and again 
no public pretendant—to something, what- 
ever itmay be—was ever so wise; but in 
both cases of trip, flaw, or precision the 
General remains smilingly master of the 
situation. Everything always  happeus 
just as he expected it would, and he turns 
every point of his adversary to lis own 
advantage. He is even now expected to be 
crushed to death, politically if not in truth 
and earnest, at the Baudin demonstration 
to-morrow, and yet only two days since one 
of his faithful political clerks asked the 
Chamber of Deputies to vote at once a law 
to take the remains of obscure Baudiu to 
the Pantheon. As the old lady says, “it is 
as good as a play,” did its issue not torture 
the heart and soul of a great nation. ; 

One of the many side scenes is the Wilson 
incident. Whether the man be guilty or 
not—and public opinion has effectually de- 
cided that he must be—the courts of France 
gave verdict as to his innocence, and the 
conduct of the Deputies the other day was 
as childisb, as unreasonable, as it was self- 
accusing. Seven hundred men against ons 
poor wretch seems a hard spectacle in a 
‘ supposed era of civilization, and M. 
Andrienx showed heart and pluck in cross- 
ing the room to grasp the hand of the si- 
lent, pale, and suffering son-in-law of the 
ex-Prosident. That M. Wilson means mis- 
chief 1s certain; he wants revenge and 
blood if it is to be had, and there, too, les 
future vituperation and stirring up of 
new and odorous mud pies. Of all these 
variations—tending to one point, the over- 
throw of the present Government—there are 
two things that inspire intense horror and 
dismay—the Prussians and the Commune. 
Any sort of a steady government, or Gov- 
ernor, promising good order within and 
courage without will be hailed with de- 
light, tor the people want rest and quiet. 
Meanwhile they tollow any leader blindly, 
too ignorant, tov eager, too decile to look 
where the footsteps stray. y 

Minor events seem actually to submit to 
the suffocation of political antagenism and 
expectations. An artist of no mean value, 
the present Thérésa of the café_concerts, 
was buried almost silently, yet Mme. De- 
may was a strong personality and a creator 
of a style that applied vigorously to pres- 
ent events. I suppose that no American 
ever came to Paris without going to one of 
these reputed most wicked places. Some 
very good Christians may only have 
looked over the trees, but they never 
succeeded in getting outside of the 
range and compass of the café concert sing- 
er’s clairion tones. Unfortunately to them 
was lost all the purity of her diction and 
the wonderful comprehensiveness of her 
conception of every line of her author. She 
never sang to an intelligent audience. The 
young bloods gé to howl—the habitués of 
the petits théatres—and to sustain their 
brain emptiness by some Summer dissipa- 
tion, so they frequent the Champs Elysée 
cafés and replace the footlight divas by the 
songstress and cancan kicker. 

Poor Demay probably knew more about 
all this than I do, and I like te think that 
she sang for herself and took her own ar- 
tistic enjoyment in her tune reading, as one 
enjoys a good book sometimes, oblivious to 
irritating surroundings. Her arms were tco 
short, but she never minded that trifling 
accident to the massive outline of her fig- 
ure; she used them little; her good humor 
and her joyous song were sufficient to trans- 
late her meaning. She did not-sing hymns, 
certainly, aud her words were always on 
the border of vulgarism, but her interpreta- 
tion never overstepped the narrow line of 
decency. Of late her songs referred to Er- 
nest—Boulanger—but she pursued no polit- 
ical liking or theory. These songs were 
probably given to her as a rude canvas, 
and she created their life and being. 

She was an artist in the best sense of the 
word, and as modest, I am told, as she was 
earnest in her profession. Many of the 
tones of her voice were singularly sweet, 
considering that she had to pitch every note 
in the open air, with never a let-up tosound 
or timbre, but her great strength and qual- 
ity was the rare gifts of diction, enuncia- 
tion, common sense, and fitness in her in- 
terpretation. Mme. Demay died of quick 
consumption. Her friends hardly knew of 
her illness before they were summened to 
her funeral. 

I don’t like to leave the café eoncert 
without saying tbat, contrary to popular 
American persuasion, the French do not 
take their children there. The lads sing all 
the songs and long for the hewling spree 
they are going to have when they can get 
there on the sly, and the circus maiden in 
pink tights and green tarletan skirts with 
spangles, or the painted beauty, one of a 
row smiling under the gaslight glare of 
the tiny concert stage, causes many a heart 
palpitation under the college buttons of 
coutiding 16. Why the boys should be edu- 
cated in the mysterious delight of this com- 
ing gusto no one will understand, for they 
are taken to the Eden, where the favorites 
of an hour smile openly as one of the 
features and side shows of the institution. 
All the world goes here, especially when 
opera boutte is given, as in the case of * Le 
Petit Due,” and what all the world does 
should be right by the law of majority. 

Paris has lost her imperial guests. Their 
Imperial Higtnesses the Grand Duke and 
Duchess Viadimir, left for Cologne last 
night. They have been féted and petted to 
exhaustion. The energy and recuperative 
strength of noble blood must exceed the 
resistant qualities of the plebeian fluid, 
Every morning they started off bright and 
early for some shooting, during the Fall 
féte at a distant chateau. They were again 
thus entertained by the Duchess of Uzes 
at Bonnelles. This magnificent residence 
is near the forest of Rambouillet, in the 
County of Seine and Oise, It was built in 
the reign of Louis XIV. The English park 
is very large, and the large salon is 25 me- 
ters long. The present Duchess has mod- 
ernized its elegance, filling it with palms 
and screens, and making numberless flirta- 
tion corners. The Gobelins of the castle 
are famous, and the library contains 12,000 
volumes. The Grand ukes were not 
obliged to read them. Their day was laid 
out with royal splendor, and there was no 
leisure given to ennui. 

The Dochess of Uzes only resides here 
during the months of November and De- 
cember, and her time is devoted to shooting 
and following the hounds. The Duchess 
has her own special dining «ar, which 
brings her to and from Paris, She 
is one of the most active women in th 
world. Besides her morping poere- devote 

she is a persistent and good 
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musician, always playing the organ at 
grand mass and vespers in the_ village 
church. She visits regularly all the peas- 
ants thereabout, sends remediesand food to 
the sick—there are no poor—and still gives 
long hours to riding, driving, and shooting. 
The Grand Duchess of Russia‘was the most 
simply-dressed woman during the day, but 
her evening toilet blazed with diamonds on 
white brocade stuff. The dinner hour is al- 
ways at 8 o’clock and the guests are ex- 
pected to have new gowns each day. The 
Russian service was observed, and the din- 
ner looked better on the solid silver and 
Sevres china. ‘The tziganes had gone down 
to play in the Winter garden during the re- 


ast. 

When the imperial guests were not being 
entertained they seemed to devote their 
time to goodly cheer and fun. They went 
to the theatre every night, even asking for 
the tedious *‘ Prophet” to see de Reszké in 
the title réle. They went to see Théo and 
to hear Granier. The latter they congratu- 
lated and the former wasvexed. They have 
good appetites, these noble lords, and capi- 
tal digestive powers, for they would: eat 
through a long and complicated bill of fare, 
with truffles, caviar, lobster, and foie gras, 
leaving plenty of champagne corks on the 
floor, and then at midnight they would re- 
peat a supper bill at Voisin’s, with the tzi- 
ganes added to an indigestive menu. 

During the day, when not invited else- 
where, they enjoyed rollicking shopping 
expeditions, It is actually impossible to go 
into a store without being called upon to 
admire some article purchased by her 
Majesty the Queen of Portugal, or some 
novelty sold to their Imperial Highnesses the 
Grand Dukes of Russia. And the shop- 
keeper looks as pleased asif he had received 
the gift of a rent roll. An American lady 
remarked a few days since that she had» 
just seen 12 mantles at Dieulafait’s for 
Queen Pia, and she wondered what such an 
woman could be thinking of to buy 
pretty things, unless royal looking 
glasses came blessed with beautifiers. 

We have had Patti, and she is still to sing 
three times. It was very funny to study 
the variations of the craze, previous to the 
first representation. The second one = 
comes off to-night. In France the great ‘ 
am” of such solemnities is the General Sec- 
retary of the Administration, and at the 
Graud Opéra this supreme being is doubled 
or quadrupled by minor functionaries, but 
who still feel the importance of their mis- 
sion. Every demand is smilingly received, 
cheerfully discussed, and then solemnly 
buried. For this reason there was a 
very funny mixture the first night, 
and .ou wondered how in the world 
So-and-so got there, and why in the devil 
such a one was left out. People got the 
fever badly toward the last day, and sent 
in blank checks. They said they did; I 
didn’t see any. You must be very poor 
white trash not to know some one who has 
a friend who offered a large sum fora box 
and who couldn’t get it. Some very dis- 
tinguished people have acquaintances who 
refused to buy out first-tier boxes the last 
day. The Patti nightis like the cholera— 
everything either took place before or 
after the crisis. 

There is probably no singer, Nilsson por- 
haps excepted, who could throng an audi- 
torium up to the reof with fine clothes and 
diamonds. When 1 say dress the word is 
tigurative, for there was nothing to be dis- 
covered but 1fude shoulders and jewels, All 
the subscribers to the three opera nights 
have authorized entrance to the stage, 
whether it is their subscription seat turn 
or not, and upon this occasion they made 
such use of their privilege that one had to 
tight for standing room behind the scenes. 
Hats flew and coats were torn, like at the 
Panama struggle a few days since at the 
Bourse. 

Who said that Patti did not talk when 
she sang? Her tongue never ceased its 
laughing, delighted chatting. In vain did 
Nicolini try to protect her loge and to mod- 
erate her joy; she was. happy and she said 
so. The reception givento her lasted cer- 
tainly 10 minutes. Gounod laid down his 
baton and opened his armsas 1f he wished 
to embrace singer, chorus, scenery, and 
building. After the first waltz song the usual 
Paris criticisms played their amusing varia- 
tions. Patti ‘‘always took the note below”; 
her “nightingale tones filled the house, but 
there was no soul”; she was “not Juliette, 
but Patti”; “it was a magnificent gift, but 
classically untutored,” and she “still had 
to learn to walk, and her toes turned in,” 
and patati and patata. And the house rang, 
and the men cheered, and the seats sold 
thrice, and, as Alboni expresses it, ‘ Patti 
has numerous faults, but what a pity that 
other singers can’t catch them.” 

As a spectacle ‘‘ Romeo and Juliette” fared 
better on the large stage fhan was ex- 
pected. In the prologue the game scenic | 
effect was used asin the ‘ Rei d’Is" at the 
Opéra Comique. The figures gradually dis- 
appear, and the darkened auditorium Comes 
to light, when darkness hides the Capulet 
hotel. The new chorus is very common- 
place, as is also the ballet music. The 
management had given undue splendor to 
its stage mounting; itis more like a fancy 
spectacle than the act of a grand opera. 

Mauri could. not shine as usual, for no op- 
portunity was given to her peculiar apti- 
tudes. Jean de Resz R6 eut out a signal 
triumph for himself as Romeo. The women 
were all in love with him atonce. Were he 
not by adoption a thorough Parisian tenor 
people might cavil at the persistent sonority 
of his vocal efforts; but in the ensem- 
ble no fault could be found and the general 
rendering of the score was good. here 
the fun comes in, however, is the frequent 
reiteration of the pity that Patti should be 
obliged to sing so much in “‘furrin parts,” 
where her taste and style become rastaguoére 
—this criticism, in a city tolerating the 
usual flatness and mediocrity—to be very 
civil—of the grand opera representations, is 
a touch beyond. Poor Patti! L. Kh. 





HAUSSMANN AND HIS BOULEVARD. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 

|The resolution lately passed by the Municipal 
Couneil to change the name of the Boulevard 
Haussmann to that of thé “Boulevard Baudin” 
has caused as much indignation here as it doubt 
less has astonishment in England. The change is 
not yet an accomplished fact, for the Couneil’s 
decision must be ratified by the Government 
before it oan be carried into effect. That it 
should have reeeived, however, the approval of 


the majority of those who are supposed to pre- 
side, in a special manner, over the interests of 
Paris is perhaps the most startling of the many 
proofs which the Council has given of ite political 
fanaticism of late years. Baron Haussmann 
served the oause of the empire, it is true, but 
but much more did he serve that of Paris. As Pre- 

fect of the Seine he was the instigator anda di- 

reetor of moat of the great works of publio im- 

provement which during the last 30 years have 

so changed the face of Paris that those who only 

remember what the city was in the reign of 
Louis Philippe would hardly recognize it now 

unless they kept to the old quarters, which 

have been allowed to remain pretty much what 

they were then; but the Paris thatis known to 

the ordinary visitor, and to which he ewes his 

most vivid impressions of tbe life, gayety, 

and beauty of this city, is precisely that 

part which will always be associated 

with the name of Haussmann, whether 

or not the Municipal Council be allowed 

to paint it over at the corners of one of the 

boulevards planned by the imperial Prefect of 

the Seine. The only people who can consist- 

eutly question the utility of Baron Haussmann’s 

work are enthusiasts for the preservation of 

old buildings irrespestive of public heajth and 

convenlence. An exaggerated respect for an- 

tiquities cannot, however, be laid to the charge 

of the Maaricipal Ceuuoilors. They have no 

sentimental or artistic veneration for narrow, 

crooked streets, gabled roofs and over- 

lapping stories. Logically, they should 

bonor Baron Haussmann as a distinctly 

modern man, who did much to obilit- 

erate the traces of the past by doing 

away with the tortuous, narrow streets and the 

old nouses that linked the present to the times 

when Kings were everything in France and 

Municipal Councilors notking. Baron Hauss- ° 
mann’s name has only been given to a single 

boulevard. ‘his in itself is smail honor to @ 

man who was instrumental in the construction 

of the Boulevard de Sébastopol, the Boulevard 

de Strasbourg, and the whole quarterof the Aro 

de Triomph-, enly to mention a few of the great 

street improvements of modern Paris due to his 

clear judgment and great energy.

THE QUEEN'S SPEECH 10 HER 
LOYAL LAWMAKEKS. 
GREAT BRITAIN’S RELATIONS WITH FOR- 
EIGN POWERS FRIENDLY—NO REF- 

ERENCE TO THE IRISH QUESTION. 

Lonpon, Dec. 24.—Parliament was pro- 
rogued to-day. The Queen’s speech was as fol- 
lows: 

“T have great satisfaction in being able to re- 

lease youfrom your protracted labors. My re- 
lations with all foreign powers continue friend- 
y. I regret that the convention concluded 
between myself and the President of the United 
States for the adjustment of the questions 
which have arisen with reference to the fish- 
eries in North American waters has not com- 
mended itself to the judgment of the United 
States Senate, in whom, according to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, the power of rat- 
ification is vested. The temporary ,arrange- 
ments, however, which have been adopted 
will, I trust, prevent any immediate incunven- 
ience arising from this decision. 

“The conference which has been held on the 
subject of the beuuties upon sugar for export 
has been brought toa satisfactory issue by the 
conclusion of a convention for their abolition, 
which has been signed by the representatives 
of most of the sugar-producing countries. 

“The restoration. of Egypt to a condition of 
political and financial security has been for the 
time interrupted by an attempt of the Soudan- 
ese to possess themselves of the port of Suakin. 


The diapersion of the besieging forces has beeu 
effected by 8 brilliant military operation on the 
pore of the Egyptian troops supportea by the 

ritish contingent. In other respects the ad- 
ministration and economical progress of Egypt 
are satisfactory, 

“An insurrection has broken out upon the 
continental portion of the duminions of the Sul- 
tan of Zanzivar, which bas brought with it eon- 
siderable destruction of iife and property in 
the Germau settlements on that coust. It is 
evident that the renewed vigor of the slave 
trade, of which symptoms have unhappily 
shewn themselves im several parts of Alrica, 
has largely contributed to the production of 
these disturbances. I have joined the Emperor 
of Germany in establishing a naval blockade of 
that part of the coast which isin insurrection, 
in order to prevent not only the exportation of 
slaves, but the importation of munitivuns of 
war. 

“My Indian dominions have enjoyed general 
tranquillity and prosperity during the past yéar. 
Disturbances, however, have occurred in the 
neighboring region of Black Mountain and on 
the extreme frontier of Sikkim, but huve been 
terminated without difficulty. A rebellion in 
Afghanistan under Ishak Khan, whioh at one 
time threatened to assume formidable propor- 
tions, has been entirely subdued by the military 
force of the Ameer, 

“A rising of some Zulu chiefs in South Africa, 
which does not seem to have met with any aym- 
pathy on the part of the population, bas been 
suppressed by my troops and native levies. 
The chiefs eoncerned are awaiting trial before a 
special commission. 

“Gentlemen of the House of Commons, I 
thank you for the liberal provision you have 
made for the service of the State. [trust that 
the financial measures you have sanctioned will 
materially increase the public resources of the 
country without adding to its fiscal burdens, 

**My Lords and gentlemen, the measures you 
have passed for extending the functions and 
improving the machinery of local govern- 
mentin England are calculated to increase tke 
loyal attachment of my people to their institu- 
tions, I trust you may be able now to promote 
the successful working of tnese changes in 
your several localities, and that in this and all 
other fields of duty the blessing of Almighty 
God may be with you.” ,

THE VATICAN AND ITALY. 
A BITTER SPEECH BY THE POPE ON 
HIS TEMPORAL ENEMIES. 

Rome, Dec. 24,—The Pope, addressing the 
Sacred College to-day, gave thanks to God for 
the blessings whieh his jubilee had brought him. 
He affirmed, with mueh feeling, his former ut- 
terances outhe question of temporal power, 
and indignantly rejected the aceusation that he 
was an enemy of Italy. He urged Catholics 
every where to agitate, in a legal manner, for 
the restoration of the papal supremacy, and 
spoke in deprecation of recent liberal enact- 
ments in Italy. His address throughout was un- 
usually violent and bitter. 

The speech referred exclusively to the Vat- 
ioan and Italy. His Holiness said that the 
whole world saw in what a painful situation he 
was placed. One could only ask, how far will 
they go? At the present time a.systemdtic war 
’ el: d. Byven the beragn of the Pope 
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apons enough : 
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esh weapons, 

It wag persistently asserted thatthe Pope was 
theenemy of Italy. This assertion was simply 
made to mask the real object of the perfidious 
war against the church, and that object was to 
render Italians hostile to the Papacy. To vin- 
dicate the rights ef the Pontiff was in reality to 
advance the prosperity of Italy. To demand 
that the greatest moral power in the world 
should possess real sovereignty in Italy, where 
Providence placed the church centuries ago, 
was Dot an act of hostility to the country. The 
fact that Bishopsin foreign lands were laboring 
for the restoration of the Pope’sa temporal 
rights proved that the interests of the whole 
Catholic Church were bound up in the cause. 


TO PROTECT FRENCH FISHERMEN. 

Paris, Dec. 24.—A second ballot in 
Ardennes to fill the vacancy in the Chamber of 
Deputies resulted. as follows: M. Linard, (Op- 
portunist,) 36,609; M. Auffray, (Revisionist and 
Royalist,) 28,794. 

In the Senate to-day Admiral Veron alluded 
to the regrettable effects of the Newfoundland 
law, which prohibited the sale of cod bait to 
French fishermen. He complained that the 
British had erected factories for canning 
lobsters on the French shore, greatly to the 
prejudice of the French fishermen, and asked 
that the Government put a atop to these en- 
croachments on French rights. 

M. Goblet, Minister of Foreign Affairs, replied 
that the Government wanted to secure respect 
for the rights assured to. France by the treaty 
of Utrecht. The Frenoh fishermen did not now 
require Newfoundland bait. France only occu- 
pied one-fifth of the French shore where Eng- 
lish industries had been established. These had 
been tolerated as long as they did not interfere 
with French rights. The Gevernment would 
now, however, cause their removal, and would 
at once open negotiations with England with 
the object of suppressing the English lobster 
factories complained of, He assured the Senate 
that the Government would neglect nothing 
that was caloulated to develop the Frenonh tish- 
eries.

PORT AU PRINCE BEFORE 
STEAMERS ARRIVED. 
MINISTER PRESTON AND OTHERS DIS- 
CREDIT. THE REPORT OF THE SUR- 
RENDER OF THE HAYTIAN REPUBLIC. 
The Atlas Line steamer Alvo, which ar- 
rived from Port Limon and Fortune Island last 
night, brought the latest definite news which 
has been received thus far from the island of 
Hayti. The Alvo arrived too late to pass Quar- 
antine, and, as no one is allowed on board any 
vessel entering this harbor until the Health 
Officer has boarded her, it was necessary to ob- 
tain Haytian information by rowing out to 
where the steamer lay and carrying on a some- 
what disconnected conversation from the row- 
boat with Capt. Williams on deck. 

He said that when the Alvo left Port au Prince 
on Nov. 28, the steamer Haytian Republic was 
still at that point in the hands of the Haytian 
authorities. She was apparently in goed condi- 
tion, was not resting on the mud as has been 
reported, and was not leaky. While it was 
rumored throughout the city that Geu. Hippo- 
lyte and the northern army were about to attack 
the piace, Capt. Williams saw no unusual con- 
fusion in Port au Prince, and did not think that 
any more military preparations were being 
made than usual. Capt. Compton was still 
living on bis steamer, the Haytian Republic, 
when the Alvo was in Port au Prince, but 16 
was heard shortly afterward that he had left 
and gone to reside with Minister Thompson, the 
United States representative. 

From Port an Prince the Alvo went to Aux 
Cayes, and thence to Jacmel, at neither plaes 
observing any unusual signs of war. She left 
Kingston Dec. 9 and Fortune Island Dee. 20. 

lt was at her last port that the Alvo learned 
the points of news which will be most interest- 
ing. On her arrival there she learned that the 
United States men-of-war Galena and Yantio 
had passed southward through Crooked Island 


passage Deo, 17. They were at first sighted far 
apart, the Yantio passing Fortune Island on the

- night of Dec. 17, several hours after the Galena. 


On the following morning they were observed 
close together further to the south. Capt. 
Williams thinks that they must have reached 
Port au Prince Dec. 19. 

Capt. Carter, of the wrecked bark Florence, 
Who was & passenger on the Alvo from Fortune 
Island, said that the steamer Alert, which, when 
she lefts here, cleared for the Island of Great 
Inagua, put into Fortune Island Dee. 17. It will 
be remembered that THr Times has already 
called attention to the fact that she carried a 
cargo altogether iucommensurate with the 
needs Of Great Inagua, that island having a 
population of about 230 people, and that the 
Alert was in all probability destined for one of 
the alleged blovkaded ports of the north of 
Hayti. This surmise was made all the more 
probable by the fact that the Alert was definitely 
ascertained to have carried 39 cases 
of rifles and a large supply of ammani- 
tion, a8 well as having as one of her 
passengers young Gen. Charlemagne, a North- 
ern Haytian sympathizer. it seems now, from 
the statement of Capt. Carter, that this conclu- 
sion was @ correct ene. For net only was it 
operly declared by the officers of the Alert 
while at Fortune Island, the supsroarge him- 
self speaking in the hearing of Oapt. Carter, 
that the Alert’s next port would be Gonaives, 
one of the mostimportant strongholds of the 
northern faction, but the northern refugee 
officers who had been passengers on the Adi- 
rondack and were left by her at Fortune 
Island were seen on board the Alertin clese 
consultation with Charlemagne and the Captain 
of the Alert. It was evident that they and 
their party had intended to reach Hayti on the 
Alert, afterward concluding to attempt some 
other means. The Alert left port Dee. 18, fol- 
lowing closely after the men-of-war, and doubt- 
less soon reached Gonaives, 

Capt. Carter said that, after the departure of 
the Alert, Gen. de Nord and the other Haytian 
officers at Fortune Island attempted to charter a 
schooner to fo to Cape Huytien, where Gen. de 
Nord wished to take ecemmand ef the forces of 
the North. The schooner’s Captain insisted on 
receiving $500 for the charter, and this price 
was teo large for the Haytian refugees. It is 
probable, however, that they will soon ebtain a 
vessel. Nothing was heard by the Alvo’s officers 
of auy bombardment of Cape Haytien or of any 
battle at Mirebalais. 

The cabled report published in yesterday's 
pipers in regard to the delivery of the eteamer 
Haytian Republic to the United States vessels, 
the salute paid Hayti by the men-of-war, and 
the election of Légitime was generally ridi- 
culed by those conversant with Haytian mat- 
ters. Secretary Charles Preston of the Hay- 
tian Legation said: “I have telegraphed my 
father, Minister Preston, who has gone to eat 
his Christmas dinner with his family, and he 
replies that the Légitime Government would 
naturally have the same facilities for telegraph- 
ing such important news, but that he has re- 
ceived no notice whatever of any such ocour- 
rence.” 

Cc. F. Carvalho, who is in this city, in all 
probability,:as the representative ef the North- 
ern faction, and who’ is the nephew of Gén. 
Hippolyte, said: “I have no doubt that Gén. 
Légitime may’ have elected Himself by the samé 
two-fifths minority that he used to place him- 
self at the head of the so-called Provisional 
Government. The result of such an actién on 
his part will only bé te unite the North and 
strengthen Hippolyte’s cause,” . i xe A 

Cables have: beén received by Mr. Carvalho to 
the effect that M. De Saimaisons, the French 
Minister at Porto Plata, had sent Capt. W. Ollet, 
the agent of the “ompagnie Generale Trans- 
atlantique, to Boston to purchase an armed ves- 
sel for Légitime. Hyppolyte, on hearing of this 
fact, had promptly cabled the French Govern- 
ment, calling attention to the unwarranted in- 
terference of the French Minister in Haytian 
affairs. He had also sent word to the Compagnie 
Transatlantique that their agent was absent 
from his pest and neglecting his duties. Capt. 
Ollet’s interest in Légitime’s cause is supposed 
to be.mereiy a mercenary consideration. 

Hippolyte’s agents in this country were also 
instructed to prevent the purobase of any such 
vessel if pessible. On the other hand, negotia- 
tions are being rapidly pushed, it is understood, 
for the purchase of an iron vessel capable of 
steaming 10 knots an bour and of not less than 
1,000 tous measurement, to be used as a cruiser 
by the Northern faction under Gen. Hippolyte. 
A prominent shipping firm was requested a short 
time since to supply dock room for the loading 
of arms, in all probability intended for sueh a 
vessel, and a satisfactory agreement was 
reached. 





TRE WORD “DAMN” DEFENDED. 
From the London Truth. 

Mrs. Sarah Austin tells us-in her recently- 
published “ Memoirs” that she was greatly ex- 
exercised as to whether she was justified in re- 
taining the word ‘‘damn” in the recital of a 
story of Lord Jeffry and Mr. Sydney Smith. 
Lord Lyttelton and others protested, it would 
seem, aguiust it, and Lady Holland suggested 


the substitution of the word ‘‘hang.” Now, 
why? To ‘‘damn” is to condemn; to be 
* damned” 1s to be cundemned, while to hang 
is to cxecute @ condemnation, and to be 
“hanged” is te die in consequence of a con- 
demnation. What, then, can be the difference 
whether Lord Jeffry “damned” the north 
pole, whether he expressed a wish that this 
meteorological point should be hanged? 
It is held that to desire that 
the north pole, or a chair or a 
horse ora wife or anything or any one else 
should be damned, is to swear, whereas to ex- 
press the desire that a thing ora person should 
be hanged is not. Asa matter of fact, the use 
of neither of these expressions involves swear- 
ing. They are mere foolish utterances by 
which the person using them wishes te convey 
the notion that he is displeased with the thing 
or the person against which either is leveled. 
* Damn” may be coarse and vulgar, for verbal 
coarseness or vulgarity is conventional. [am 
not quite sure, however, that the expressien of 
a Wish that the nortu pole may be condemued 
is not a good deal more reasonable than that it 
should be hanged. Be this, however, as it may, 
I entirely deny that damuing is swearing, 





GREAT ROBBERY IN SPAIN, 
Madrid Dispatch to the London Standard. 

A great robbery has been committed in 
the Treasury Deposits Offices. It must have 
taken place during Saturday and Sunday, both 
of these being feast days, when tho State offiees 
are closed, and guarded by gendarmes with 
loaded muskots, who receive the strictest orders 
to exercise the utmost vigilance. The principal 
safe, from which £56,000in bank notes and 
valuable securitios was stolen, wasin the in- 
terior of an iron-paneled roo, with iron doors, 
before which a sentry was stationed night and 
day. The safe shows no sign of fracture er of 
having been tampered with. Experts and the 
pelice are convinced that the thieves had keys 
exactly similar te those inthe custody of the 
Treasury ofticials, all of whom have been ar- 
rested and imprisoned, pending an inquiry, 
which will be conducted by high functionaries 
of the exehequer and a special Judge. The 
affair caused great excitement until an official 
notice was issued informing depositors that 
only moneys Delouging to the Treasurys had been 
stolen.

Thomas F. Grady will represent the Sixth 
Senate District in the approaching session of 
the Legislature.

Every 
one of them was certain that, under ordinary 
circumstances, Grady was an easy man to beat; 
that he had made many enemies, and that there 
was a eentiment against him because he wasa 
“carpet-bagger,” who returned to the district 
simply to got a@ aomination for office. But they 
looked behind Grady and saw David B. Hill, and 
they discovered also that Tammany Hal! had 
the means and the willingness to spend 
$50,000 if necessary to elect Grady, 
and they knew that at a special eleetion, 
such as thatof next Friday, the purchasable 
voters are more likely to be found at the polls 
than the honest. As they couid not gather 
money enough to cope with Tammany, and 
were afraid of increasing the vanie in their 
ranks by another dofeat, and, farther, as they 
were uuwilling to anger Gev. Hill more than 
they have already angered him, they aimply 
announced that, ua County Democrats, they 
had mo interestin either helping or defeating 
Grady, 

Itis within the bounds of possibility that 
there will be an independent caudidate against 
Grady. Several persons have already stated 
that they are willing to run. ~Ex-Alderman 
John Galvin has a fondness for rainbow chas- 
ing, and if somebody will put upthe money he 
will indulge his passion once more, P. J. Hay- 
byrne, a barber, who talks abeut the rights of 
labor persistently, but who is oceasionally disci- 
plined by labor organizations for a d'sregard 
of the things about which be  prates, 
is also ready to run, or says heis. His concep- 
tion of politics is formless. He worked for Har- 
rison and Morton, yet there 1s somehow an un- 
settled account between him and Hugh J. Grant 
for services on last slection day. The settle- 
ment of that aecount would probably put Mr 
Haybyrne out of the tleld. 

Then Thomas Sheils, the indieted ex-Alder- 
man, comes to the front with his Jeffersonian 
Democracy and says that Grady is not the man 
for him. Two years ago Shoils ran Grady as 
the Jeffersonian candidate against Timothy J. 
Campbell. The change in his opinion of the 
fitness of Grady is more apparent than real. 
Sheils would support Grady if anybody else 
were running against him, and Tammany would 
thea pay him for his support. {t would 
not do for him to let the present cam- 
paign end without some tenetit «om- 
ing to sheils, So he now threatens to 
run somevdody against Grady to iuduce 
Tammany to give him some more patronage, 
rather than spend money in combating his 
candidate. Tammany will probably give him 
more, and so will check its own work, which 
was going on well, of breaking up the Sheils 
Jeffersonian .Democracy. Congressman John 
H. McCarthy, whe has been Sheils’s great orony 
hitherto, will zo into the Tammany Committee 
with some of his friends, but the patronage 
that Sheils will extort from Tammany will en- 
able him to keepthe Jeffersonian Democracy 
alive. Grady will be elected, and his candidacy 
will be of advantage to Sheils. That his elec- 
tion will not be of advantage to the people is 
proved by his revord.

“Itold my 
wife,” he continued, “that if [ “failed to send 
home a kangaroo, dead or alive, before 2 o’clock 
I should expect to find the kitten served up for 
supper in the latest Chinese style. But your 
happy thought saves her. You see we all got 
tired of eating the same things day after day, 
and so last month we agreed that during De- 
cember we would eat up, (or rather down,) the 
alphabet, taking one letter a day, with bread, 
potatoes, tea, and coffee thrown in as 
staples. So Dec. 1 we inaugurated the dietary 
system with a bill ef fare censisting of 
apples in many forms, apricets pickled, aspara- 
gus, almonds, and the staples.

FIREMEN’S CHRISTMAS EVE 
SPOILED BY SEVERAL UALLS 
1O ACTIVE DOTY. 
SERIOUS FIRES ON READE-STRRET AND 

FIFTH-AVENUE AND SUNDRY LITTLE 


ONES TO BLAME, 

An alarm of tire from Reade-street and 
Broadway at about 8 ‘lock last night, fol 
lowed soon by a second alarm, surnmoned t< 
fire companies within the call t 74 Reude: 
street, a five-story stone-front building devote? 
to mannufacturiag. The fire when first discuy- 
ered was burning briskly in the second story 
near a freight slevator shaft, Before tke fire- 
men arrived and got their engines at play upen 
the fire, ithad mvuunted to the roof and wa: 
burning flerceiy around the shaft through ali 
the upper stories. There was ne one in the 
building. 

As quickly as possible the water tower was 
got into position and began to poura deluge f 
water into the front windows >f the fifth story, 
where the fire was new blazing from the win- 
dows and up through the roof Lines of hose 
were also taken up the buildings on each aide 
and streams were poured upon the flames 


throuzh holesin the roof. Other streains were 
directed upen the tire from ladders at the frors 
of the building, and after nearly wn Lour’s hard 
work it was got under control, Upon the floods 
of water that poured down the stairs rom the 
upper floors hundreds of brier pipes floated out 
into the street and were gathered ta by pbr- 
Sstanders. Many of them were carried bel w 
Church-street, where they oi1me within reach of 
the crowd outaide the fire linea and were scra«- 
bled for at the risk of broken bones and silcd 
clothing. 

The basement and main floer of the building 
were ocoupisd by M. Katzenberg & Sons, su: « 
Wanufacturers. Their loss, which is alsogetuer 
from water end smoke, is estimated at $12,0: ©. 
The second ticer was occupied by Charice W 
Congdon, with a large stock of tasie and puck-t 
cutlery, which was badly damaged by fire and 
water. His logs js estimated roughly at $15,000. 
Frank & Weis had the three upper floors of tre 
building ix use as a manufactury of French arw 
brierwood pipes. Their loss wili reash in the 
neighborhood of $40,000. 

No one on the ground last night was able te 
say who owned the building. I* suatained 
damages from fire and water of about $20,000, 
The sub-basement and basement were fouded, 
as were also those of the adjoining builings 
on each side, making the total loss by the 3r. 
nearly $90,000. Ail the losers were insured, 
but te what extent and in what companies coaid 
Roe be ascertained. 

' There was a fire lastevening in Mrs. Elizabeth 
Undernill’s building, 321 Fifto-avonue, adjoiu- 
ing the Knickerbocker Club. The front portion 
of the basement was occupied by Rosa Rice, a 
Milliner, and the rest of the building by Ed- 
ward Leissner, manufacturer of tine furniturs, 
wall paper, and househgld decorations. lu she 
reur of tre main building is an extension reac!- 
ing to the third fleor. A patrolman discovered 
the fire soon after 8 o’clock. 

‘When the tiremen burst m the doors the in- 
terior of the building was all ablaze. A second 
alarm was sent out, and the flames wore under 
control by 9 o’clock. The fire had evidently 
Started in the basement of the oxtension, which 
Was stocked with wall paper, and had rushe3 
up the stairways to the third foor. It had alsa 
extended through the main building, whieh was 
filled with tine furuiture and upholstery goods 

The millinery store was completely wreeked 
and the stock and fixtures were totally Jc 
stroyed. Mr. Leissner’s loss is estimated at be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000. Mme. Rice’s loss 
will probably reach $6,000. To place tie buiid- 
ing in thorough repair will cost probably $7,000. 

Foreman Croker of Engine Company No 1 
had his right hand badly cut by a large sheet of 
plate glass falling upon it. 

A fire broke out at 1 o'clock last nightin the 
four-story brick building 118 Avenue D, which 
is occupied by four different parties as work: 
shops. It originated in the workshop of Andrew 
Reid, shipjeiner, on the tirst floor, and assumed 
such threatening proportions that a second 
alarm was sounded. The flames extended to 
the second story of the building, whieh was oc- 
cupied asa slipper factory by M Nicklesbursg, 
where it was stopped. Reid’s loss is estimated 
at $2,500 and Nicklesburg loses about $1,000. 
M. Levy, shirt manufacturer on the third floor. 
and Max Rosenbaum, clothing manufacturer 
on the fourth floor, lose $500 each, The build- 
ing, which belengs to the Lucas estate, was 
damaged to the amount of $500, 

Soon after 6 o'clock last evening flames ap- 
peared in the basement of 136 Vesey-street, oc- 
cupied by Joseph Stiner, tea dealer, and before 
it wae extinguished $2,000 damage was done. 

A fire last evening in the apartments of Johu 
Kerns, on the top floor ofthe tenement house

COMMERCE CROWDS HIM OUT. 


‘A UNION-SQUARE HOUSEHOLDER DRAWS 


THE LINE AT STESAM ENGINES, 


There is only one strictly private resi- 
dence on Union-square and that is the hana- 
some brick house next te the corner of Six- 
teenth-street. It is 32, and since 1850 it has 
been ocoupied by Richard Tighe, aretired mer- 
chant. When he bought, Union-square was a 
place of residences. The belief that it would 
always remain so was pleasing to him, for he 
liked the neighborhood and often declared that 
he would never live anywhere else. Having 
settled his mind on this subject, he viewed the 
encroachments of business in the lower part of 
the square with some complacency, although on 
the whole regrettingit. Nor did the continued 
absorption of residences for trade purposes 
a gl him much, for he was not intertered 
with. 

Within a few days a change has occurred 
owing to the arrival of a steam engine on the 
sidewalk of the house adjoining his. The house 
is leased by the Travelers’ Publishing Company, 
and the engine is desigued to furnish power for 
the company’s presses. Mr. Tighe regards this. 
arrival as a menace to his peace ef mind and to 
his siumbers, and he has. served notice on the 
company that, if the engine is started, he will 
take every meaus within legal reach to stop it. 

He claims that the property leased by the 
publishing company is restricted to the uses of a 
residence by a covenantin the deed, and that 
an engine at work there would injure his walls, 
besides depriving him of his nightly rest. When 
it was suggested to him that in epen market 
his house would yield him more than enough to 
buy him atine residence in a fashionable sec- 
tion, he scofted at the suggestion and instrueted 
his attorney, Mr. G. M. Thompsen of 146 Broad- 
way, to serve netice of war on the publishing 
company, with special stress on his claim that 
the owner of his neighbor’s house had been re- 
stricted by the deed of purchase from any such 
conversion of the prpperty. 

The attorney of the publishing Company is 
W. J. Fanning of 120 Broadway. His olients 
in this matter include not only the manaxer of 
the company, P. T. Wall, but the Directors, 
among whom are A. M. Palmer, Henry E 
Abbey, and E. G. Gilmore. They publish the 
Hote! Red Book, the Amusement Bulletin, 
theatre programmes, and various other printed 
work which requires the use of steam presses 
on the premises. Naturally they were amazed 
and annoyed, having rented the property for 
publishing purpeses in a neighborhood long 
since practically turned over to business, that 
any obstacle sheuld be put in their way. Law- 
yer Fanning not only sympathized with this 
view, but went further and looked ito Mr, 
TYighe’s claim about the restricted deed. He 
found that Mr. Tighe’s house and the adjoining 
proneety were part of the Williams estate in 


The estate fell to the two daughters, who 
divided it, one taking the Tighe property and 
the other the adjoining piece, He has not ex- 
amined the deeds by which the two pie¢es were 
transferred te the present owners, but he says 
that his discovery as above stated shows that 
the two pieces have been acquired by their 
present owners, Mr. Tighe and Miss Hicks by 
separate chaims of title and, therefore, Mr, 
Tighe has no right to restrict the use of proper- 
ty other than his, which did not descend with 
restrictions by acommonowner. Or, even ad- 
mitting that he oau interfere, his grievance 
should be directed against the owner of the 
property and not against the lessees. 

‘“*T suppose,” said Mr. Fanning, ‘** thatif an en- 
gine were introduced into a private neiehbor- 
hood and by noise or jarring should disturb oc- 
cupants of other houses a court might order its 
removal. When a neighborhood has been turned 
over to business, however, I think that any 
court would make due allowances. The engine 
in this case will not disturb Mr. Tighe, I think, 
because it is to be set in the cellar aud net near 
his walls. If it should be noisy [suppose a 
court will have to determine whether ecommerce 
shall be retarded 1n a commercial neighborhood 
for the benefit of aman who insists on staying 
in Union-square despite its changed conditions 
and character.”

MARKEIMEN MADE HAPPY. 
YESTERDAY’S BUSINESS WAS UNUSUALLY 
LARGE AND PROFITABLE. 
Marketmen report that yesterday’s busi- 
ness was the largest and most profitable that 
they have experienced the day before Chriat- 
mas in many years. They account for it by the 
remarkably pleasant weather. It was clear, 
bright, and almost as balmy as a Spring day, 
and under such magnetic conditions it was not 
surprising that trade was exceptionally brisk. 
In honor of the season there were few market- 
men whodid not make some kind of a special 
display, and scores of the dealers indulged in 


elaborate decorations. The result wasto make 
the markets doubly attractive and a source of 
pleasure and protit to buyer and seller. 

Neatly-trimmed quarters of prize beef, orna- 
mented with variegated rosettes, hung in long 
rows one above the other. Festoons of ever- 
greens concealed the sharp steel hooks and oak 
frames to which they were fastened. At the 
corners, hanging by the legs, were admirable 
specimens ef game undressed, notably wild 
turkey, black bear, and deer. This description 
applies to one display in the Fulton Market, but 
itisa fair sample of what might have been 
seen at every oue of the big supply stations on 
the east and west sides of the city. There were 
extraordinary exhibitions of poultry and game 
and it was plain to be seen that the apirit of 
competition bad taxed the ingenuity and 
artistio skill of rival dealers. Some of the more 
enterprising marketmen were carried so far in 
the race for favor that they distributed photo- 
graphs of their Christmas layouia as mementoes 
of the oecasion, 

Commissioner Blackford made @ special feat- 
ure of salmon fresh from Puget Sound. They 
were beauties, and weighed from 10 to 30 
pounds each. He sold middle cuts at 40 cents 
per pound and whoie fish for 35 cents per 
pound, The demand warranted the rare in- 
voice. There was also a great demand for green 
turtles and terrapin. Some of the choicest 
specimens of the terrapin measured 9 inches, 
and came from Massachusetts Bay. 

All the fish dealers did a tremendous business 
between 3 A. M. and daylight by reason of the 
annual influx of Bohemians. Ninety per cent. 
were consumers. This olass of citizens de- 
velop a great fondness at Christmas for fresh 
fish. Itis said to be a tradition with them. 
They ceme to the markets in droves and buy up 
tons of live specimens of the finny tribe no 
matter what the cost. They do not haggle @&er 
the price, and it makes no difference what is 
offered them so long as the catch shows signs of 
life. Yesterday they beught generousiy of 
blackfish and codfish, and one dealer said he 
sold 800 pounds of eels. The Bohemians paid 
as high as 30 cents a peund in some instances 
and never grumbled. 

As @ matter of course, -poultry was in the 
greatest demand of anything displayed in the 
markets. In anticipatien of the demand many 


. butchers laid in a stock and were not disap-

THE CHURCHVILLE DISASTER. 


TWENTY-THREE PASSENGERS INJURED 
OF WHOM TWO ARE LIKELY TO DIE. 
The accident which occurred on the New- 

York Central Road at Churcnvill .Saturday 

evening proves to have been quite serious in 

its results, notwithstanding that no lives were 
lost. There were 23 persons injured in all, at 
least two of whom are likely to die. The cause 
of the accident is not yet found. It was at first 
supposed that the train was threwn from the 
track by a spread rail, but on investigatien by 
Mr. Burrows, Superintendent of the Western 


Division, the track was found to be In first-class 
condition, even after the accident had occurred, 

The opinion now seems to be that a flange on 
one of the engine wheels became broken by the 
cold weather, and, striking on tne track, caused 
the engine io rebound, throwing it into a ditch 
on one side of the track and dragging the train 
with it. The General Superintendent of the 
road said that the breaking of a wheel ‘‘has 
happened a number of times just after the cold 
weather setsin. The cold hardens the iron of the 
wheels and makes them quite brittle. Thia ac- 
cident cannot be attributed to the carelessnesa 
of anyone, It is noboay’s fault, and might hap- 
pen on avy read.” 

The passengers who were on the deralled train 
arrived in this city a few minutes before 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, They were due to 
arrive early in the morning, One of them told 
the following story of the disaster: “I was in 
the second passenger coach at the time of the 
accident. The train was going very fast to 
make up for Jost time, I understand. Without 
warning there began a succession of rapid jolts, 
I knew that the train was off the track, and 
then I felt the car going over. It rolled down 
an embankment, and in less time than it takes 
to tell it had been deposited in the bottom ofa 
ditch with a crash. 

“Men and women screamed with fright and 
paio. Several persons in my car were injured, 
At first it was believed that some were killed. 
I had been roughly bandled, but after feoling 
myself over hurriedly I saw that I was not our 
or in any way sériously injured, so I set to wor 
to assisitheotbers. A numberof passengers were 
taken out of the wrecked cars apparently badly 
injured, but none were kiiled. It was a terrible 
scene around the wreck, for men, women, and 
children were screaming loudly and crying 
while the scarch for the wounded was going 
on. 

“A wrecking train reached the spot soon 
after the wreck and the wounded were taken 
to Rochester,,where they are being cared for. 
The railroad people showed great kindness to 
the passengers. No one seemed to know the 
cause of the accident, ever the ratlroad people 
being unable to throw any light onthe subject.”

DE LESSEPS HAS BELIEVERS 


CONFIDENCE IN HIM RE- 
STORED AI PANAMA. 
WORKS UNINJURED BY RECEXT 

BAD WEATHER—AFFAIRS IN PERDU, 

VENEZUELA, ANP GUATEMALA. 
PaNAaMA, Dec. 15.—The canal works have 

uffered no serious injury from the receut bad 

weather, Amplo warning of the coming flood 
was received from the oanal station at Gamboa, 
at tho head waters of the Chagros, so that prep- 
arations were made as far as pessible to meet 
the rise of theriver. Toa great extent, indeod, 
it is asserted, this phonomenal rush of water 
has done good rather than barm to the canal. 

In many instances the force ef the water has 

oponed up doviation and other channels that 

were but partially excavated, thus decidedly 
helping on the work at those paints, while 
throughout it has demonstrated the wisdom of 


the methods adopted for breaking the tierce 
powor of the rivers. 

With regard to the financial condition and 
yrenenet of this caual enterprise, the past week 

as also been fuli of intense interest and deep 
anxiety. 

Lhe crises through which the company’s af- 
fairs were passing in Paris naturally atfeeted 
the conditiens of trade here that have come to 
be so largely dependent on the canal company. 
The principal means of. remitting money to 
Agents and correspondents abroad has leng 
been by canal drafts, and in the present crisis 
cenfidence was so badly shaken that merchants 
would not purchase at any figure. Business ac- 
cordingly sutferea very much. Drafts were dif- 
ficult to obtain for this outgoing mail, and such 
as were procurable cust 50 per cent. premium, 
The antieipation of evil was, however, remeved 
to-day by the arrival of definite news from 
Paris of @ reassuring character. This was In 
the form of a telegram from M. de Lesseps to the 
Director-General here, in whieh he stated that 
after having deposited with the Government a 
bill to authorize the provisienal suspension of 
the coupons, shares, and bonds, in accord with 
the Administrative Council, and in order to 
prevent any interruption of the work, he had 

rocured {rem the President of the Tribunal of 

aris, the appointment of provisional managers 
to control the cempany and thus assure the 
prosecution of the work. These provisional 
managers are MM. Denormandie, a Senator ana 
tormerly a Director of the Bank of France; 
Baudelot, formerly President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and Hue, former manager of the 
Seine Tribunal, and with these gentlemen M. de 
Lesseps proposes to realize such a combination 
as will insure the continuous progress of the 
work. Following this announcement of de Les- 
seps's Came this telegram from the BeW Man- 
agers to the Director-General: 

“We confirm the dispatch of Count de Les- 
seps and contirm all the powers yeu hold. At 
the same time we are adopting all the measures 
which are necessary in order te insure the con- 
tinuation of the work by calling on all for as- 
sistance. * DENORMANDIE,

througheut Panama, and had the effect of at 
once quieting all anxiety and restoring perfect 
confidence among the wercantile community. 
No doubt whatever is now entertained here but 
that the measures above indicated will clear 
away all the financial ebstacles that have re- 
cently appeared in the way of the work, and of 
which so mach capital has been made by the 
enemies of the enterprise.

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THE OOAST PATROL. 


‘MEN AND VESSELS WHICH FIND AR- 


DUOUS WORK IN WINTER STORMS, 

The recent order from the Treasury De- 
partment, requiring allrevenue cutters on the 
coast to render assistance to merchant voasels 
during the coming Winter, is being actively 
carried out. With the exception of the New- 
Jersey coast, the whole line of shore stretching 
from Eastport, Me, to Key Weat, Fila, is at 
present patrolied by the vessels of the Revenue 
Marine. This coast line is apportioned out to 
different vessels, each being responsible for 
any lack of aasistance to distressed vessels in 
its district. To the masters of merchant vessels 
the security afforded by the presenos of revenue 
cutters on the coastis priceless, and it is im- 
possibie to calculate the amount of actual want 
aud distress that these active cruisers relieve 
duing the season. 

On the Maine coast the Woodbury, Capt. 
A. A. Fongar commanding, patrols the waters 
between Eastport and Portland. To the south- 
ward of the Woodbury’s statien is the coast 
line patrolled Le f the Dallas, Capt. J. Hatch 
Parker commanding. Capt. Parker’s jurisdic- 
tion extends from Portland, Me., to Portsmouth, 

. Next comes the hard station of the 
Gallatin, commanded by Capt. Charles A. Ab- 
bey. The Gallatin cruises between Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and Edgartown, and Vineyard 
Haven. Continuing along the coast the station 
of the Dexter is next in order. This little ves- 
sel, which did such effective work during the 
fearful hours of the City of Columbus disaster 
off Gay Head, patrols the coast from Edgar- 
town to New-York. The commanding olticer is 
Capt. Thomas W. Lay. 

The next station is that of the Grant, and ex- 
tends from New-York to the Delaware Break- 
water. The Grant was putont of commission 
in November last in order that repairs could be 
made on her machinery, together with minor 
changes about decks. She is at present jying 
at the yard of the Delamater Iron Works, all 
her officers being on waiting orders, with the ex- 
ception of Capt. Louis N. Steddard, her com- 
manding officer; Lieut. William J. Herring, 
executive, and Chief Engineer Daniel C. Ches- 
ter. The work on the Grant is being pushed 
rapidly, andit is expested that she will be 
ready for cruising by the middle of January. 

South of the station of the Grant the Hamil- 
ton, Oapt. W. C, Coulson, patrols the next 
stretch of coast line, which extends from the 
Delaware Breakwater to Cape Hatteras. The 
North Carolina coast is assigned to the Stevens, 
commanded by Lieut. Hand. The present unsea- 
worthy condition of this vessel prevents any 
active work being performed by her. Congress 
has made an appropriation for a new vessel for 
this part of the ceast, and vids have already 
been made for her construction and awarded. 
The coast line south of the station of tne Bte- 
vens belenged to the MoCulloch, commanded by 
Capt. John C. Mitchell, The McCulloch has 
been condemned sent 
A new vessel to take her place is 
at present under construction. It will 
take a year before the Stevens and McCulloch 
will be eagieees by the new cutters. South of the 
MoCulloch’s station is that of the Boutwell, 
commauded by Capt. Wentworth 8. Simmons. 
The Boutwoell’s station extends from Savannah, 
Ga., to Ksy West, Fie. The fact of the Stevens 
and McCullooh not being able to do duty this 
Winter throws their duféies on to the nearest 
active vessels. The Hamilton takes, In addition 
to her own coast, that of the Btevens, but does 
no inside cruising in the sounds. The Boutwell 
takes, inaddition to herown duty, that belong- 
ing to the McCulloch. 

The main work is done along the Atlantic 
coast between the Delaware Breakwater and 
the easternmost point of Maine. The terrible 
storms which rage during the Winter months 
find many 4 eoasting schooner unprepared to 
meet them, and the result of a.gale is afterward 
seen in the line of vossels driven ashore at all 
points along the coast. It is at this moment 
that the effective work of the revenue cutters 
is rendered. What with towing off vessels 
grounded, putting aboard fresh provisions, and 
saving lives in imminent danger, their services 
cannot rightly be éstimated too high. 

The Revenue Marine is a smart, active corps, 
Made up largely of officers schooled in the line 
of the navy, it is stamped on its face with a 
mark of discipline which promises efficiency. In 
time of war the Revenne Marine paases under 
the control of the Nav, lg partinent, but in 
time of peace it is, like the Coast Survey, under 
the control of the Treasury Department. The 
officers for the Revenue Marine are drawn from 
the graduates of the special course of instruo- 
tion provided by the Government on board the 
United States ship Chase. They take relative 
rank with and next to their corresponding 
grades in the line of the navy, se that when 
amalgamated with the navy in time of war, no 
doubt arises regarding the relative ranks of the 
officers of the two corps when brought officially 
in contact with ene another,

THE KX-ABBE BAUER, 


Paris Dispatch to the London Dailg Telegraph. 

Among the shadowy forms of past im- 
perial days relimned by Mmo. Oarstte, née 
Bouvet, in her highly interesting ‘* Souvenirs 
Intimes de la Cour des Tuileries,” which are 
about to be published in full, there is a very 
remarkable ono indeed, It is that of the ex 
Abbé Bauer, who still flourishes in the flesh, 
and may frequently be seen riding in tho Bois 
or enjoying himself at the opera and in salons 
ot Von s’amuse, The ex-prisst is, in fact, one 
of the best known men about town, having 
long ago cast his oassock on the nettles and 
blossomed out as an inveterate mondain, M. 
Bauer, however, began his ecolesiastical careor 
With the best intentiens in the world. Like the 
Abbé Ratisbonne and Father Hermann he had 
left Judaism for Christianity, and when he 


entered the imperial Tulleries as a chaplain he 
was strongly recommended by the Vatican as a 
neophyte {ull of zeal and holiness, and as a 
preacher whose eloquence had left lasting im- 
pressions in Rome, Vienna, and Madrid, 

The gesgoeus life at the Talleries, however, 
filled the youthful Abbé with new ambitions 
and desires which were not at all cempatible 
with his a as @ pious ascetic. He soon 
lost that devotional enthusiasm Cullar to 

oung olerics and ‘“’verts” which old theolog- 
cal hands call “ firat forvor,” and he began to 
rehearse the parts playea of old by the brilil- 
lant, skeptical, weli-powdered, an leasure- 
loving Abbés of the reign or Louis Quatorze, 
He became a kind of ecolesiastioa! emissary to 
the world of fashion, and was an assiduous fra- 
quenter of the gu/one and boudoirsa of fair 
dames whom hé was, no doubt, engaged 
in converting. Mme. Carette tells us that 
the Abbé at last became too dandified for 
the Court of the Third Napoleon. Scandal said 
that he used to have his cassocks mado by’ a 
fashionable tailor, and that he wore elegant 
shoes and ailken hose, which he was fond of 
displaying; so aftera time he was oold-shoul- 
dered at Court, although he still remained a 
favorite with many of the ladies. In her inter- 
esting narrative ef the accident which befell 
the Empress and the Prince Imperial in a 
steain launoh off Biarritea in 1867, Mme, 
Oarette—who, with Mar. Bauer was among the 
shipwreoked persone—says that the sailors 
attriputed their trouble to the presence of a 
priest on board. 

Another famous ecciesiastic whom Mme, Ca- 
rette ovokes in her ‘‘Seuvenirs’ is Pére Hya- 
olnthe, who waa described by Mmo. de Monte- 
bello as a perfeot saint who lived ia penitential 
Mme. Carotte admired him for his 
brilliant eyes, which she horrified Mme. de 
Montebello by comparing to two embers of in- 
farnal fir. The authoress, however, falls into 
@ curious error in calling Pére Hyacintne as 
‘“*Dominican.” for ho was a “ Carmelite,” whose 
monastic dress was similar in many respects to 
that worn by the Friars of the Order of Preaoh- 
ers, Mme, Oarette’s book, whioh is to be pub- 
lished by Ollendorff, contains many reminis- 
cences of this description, and cannot fall to 
be highly interesting to thosu English people 
who are never tired of reading about the Third 
Empire

INTERNAL RAVENUE REOEIPTS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The collections 
of internal revenue during the firat five months 
of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1889, ameunt 
to $33,091,736, being an increase of $1,231,186 
over the collectiens during the corresponding 
period of last year.

HOW PROCTOR KNOTT LIVES. 


THE GREAT 22-YEAR-OLD HAS AN EASY 
TIME, 

Lovisvitiz, Ky., Dec. 24.—Whether Sam 
Bryant gete $30,000 for Proctor Knott, or 
whether he doesn’t, he evidently is not going to 
let harm come to his treasure if precaution can 
prevent. A race horse which has won for its 
owner more than $50,000 in a single Summer 
in purses alone is very much of @ rarity even 
inthis age of thoroughbreds, and N certainly 
entitled to much consideration. The most 
prominent one of this type now before the peo- 
ple of this State is Proctor Knott, who, although 


a gelding, bide fair to repeat the rformances 
of Ten Broeck, Longfellow, Luke Blackburn,and 
Hindoo, It seems a big risk to leave an animal 
valued at $30,000 without even the safeguard 
of an insurance policy. 

Bryant is very preud of the youthful son of 
Luke Blackburn, and never was a child more 
tenderly watched over. Last Fall when the 
Louisville Jockey Club gave the raeing benetit 
for the yellow fever sufferers Bryant refused to 
allow Knott to eave his stable and be ridden up 
and down in front of the grand stand by Jockey 
Barnes, Although the refusal excited much un- 
favorable comment, those who knew Bryant 
were well aware that his action was not the re- 
sultof an uncharitable nature. It was simply 
because of his great love for the animal and a 
fear that something might happen which would 
injure him. When Knott was being brought home 
from the scene of his triumphs over the crack 2- 
year-olds of the East Bryant slept. in the 
youngster’s traveling car and never left nis side 
fora moment. Nuw thatthe racing season is 
Over and the victor has gone into Winter 
quarters the same solicitude is observed. Bry- 
ant’s place is situated on the Fourth-street 
road, just beyond the Jockey Club stands. The 
house ia @ very neat frame building of two 
stories. The wails are white and the window 
shutters a bright green. In Summer time there 
is a beautiful flower garden in the front yard, 
and pretty vines ciimb over the porch and form 
a complete shade, 

Some time ago Bryant purchased Edward Ap- 
plegate’s stavle, which is a neat frame structure 
situated just across from the street car turn- 
table, and some distance from his house. [n 
that building he keeps nearly all his horses, 
even Come-to-taw being assigned a stall in it. 
Proctor Knott could not be trusted there, how- 
ever, and other and better quarters were pro- 
vided for him. Just back of Bryant’s residence 
is a modest, two-story frame stable, very neatly 
built, however, and tastefully painted. On the 
end nearest the residence is a large roomy stall 
withtwo windows. The one ou the east side 
looks almost into the kitchen of the house, and 
the peopie in the latter place can see what is 
gone on in the stall at any time. These are 

notvt’s quarters. The partitions on each side 
of the aperture and the manger in front are 
heavily padded, and the floor is kept covered 
with fresh and carefully-selected straw. The 
animal seems as fond of the members of the 
famlly as they are of him, aad almost any 
hour during the day his handsome head, orna- 
mented with a broad white stripe, can be seen 
thrust through the east window, while his 
bright eyes are fixed on those inside the family 
kitchen. Mrs. Bryantis as fond of the young- 
ster as is her husband and is constantly pass- 
ing back and forth between the house and the 
stable to see that everything is all right. 

Each day Proctor Knott spends several hours 
in the large lot which surrounds the stable, 
The ground is kept absolutely clean of rubbish, 
and every louse pebble that shows iteelf on the 
surface is prompluly thrown over the fence for 
fear that it may get fastened in one of the pre- 
cieus hoofs, and not even a piece of wood is al- 
lowed to lie around loose. In spite of his aris- 
tocratie breeding and wonderful record Proctor 
Koott is very much like the generality of horses 
in his personal habits. He is very gentle and 
playful, and when a visitor comes into the lot to 
see him be usually kioks up the ideutical heels 
which threw dust into the eyes of so many 
fliers last Summer, and with asnort gallops over 
to the fence at the further corner und amuses 
himself by poking his nose through the space 
between the pickets and consulting with the 
common horses in the adjoining tield. 

‘the foed which he eats is selected with the 
greatest care, and consists of shelled oats, 
bran, and hay. He shows a great fondness for 
apples, and about the best way to get into his 
goon graces is to briug him one properly peeled 
and he will consent to press his pretty nose 
against one’s hand while be munches the frait 
with evident relish, Since theday when he won 
the great Futurity Stake he has not been hain- 
pered by a bridle, nor has a saddle been placed 
upon his back. In his stall he is not confined 
by even a hailer, but walks around to sult his 
OWA cenvenilence. 


A DISASIROUS SPHOULATION. 
—_—--—_~_-—. 
A MINING ADVENTURE WHICH DID NOT 
PROVE A SUCCESS. 

Detroit, Dec. 24.—The desire to increase 
wealth by mining operations in the Lake Supe- 
rior region has been played upon the European 
capitalist by adventurers and sehemers for 100 
years. All around the shores of that great 
inland sea and on some of the islands in it are 
deserted Workings surrounded by tumble- 
aown, decaying, weather-beaten buildings, 
where onee teemed industry at the unprofitable 
expense of English capital. One of these de- 
serted mines is at Mamainse, a picturesque spot 
on the Canadian shore of Lake Superior, about 
50 miles above Sault Ste. Marie and 15 miles 
above Batchawanuna Bay. A solitary watchman 
keeps his lonely vigil, his only companion & 
faithful dog, nis only visitors a astray bear or 
caribou. It is from this place, long sincejde- 
serted, that just new comes the announcement 
cabled from London that ‘the Lake Superior 
Cepper Mining Company had wound up its 
=— and withdrawn ali interest in its proper- 
ties.” 

This “mine” was tirst operated by the Quebec 
and Lake Superior Mining Asseciation. In 
1881 their representative visited Londen and 
succeeded in interesting Frazier Ray, a wealthy 
gentleman, who organized the prosent company, 
With himself atthe head. mmediately after 
Ray's company was formed it entered upon a 
series of wonderful extravagances, Large build- 
ings, elegant offices, expensive machinery, in- 
cluding astamp mill, were erected. Every ef- 
fort was made io make a show, eo that foreign 
Directors wher they visited the property 
would at once see evidences of their wealth. 
Three or four shafts were eunk. The mine was 
opened 500 feet, shafts were connected by 
drifts, and levels opened every 100 feet, and the 
Management went Dravely on in !ts undertaking 
to make a mine, whether there was one or not. 
Forty thousand tons of rook were crushed, and 
about this time the Directors were presumptua- 
ous enough tocxpect somo sort of a dividend, 
or at least a ceasation of the milking proces. 
But nothing of the kind resulted, and they 
kicked. The assesaments failed te make con- 
nections, the income of the property was noth- 
ing, debts were made that could not be paid 
and after running along in this way for several 
iwwonths the com commenced to be involred 
in continual litigation. 

After three years of active work, during a 
part of which time between 400 aud 500. men 
were employed, the werk Was abandoned. 
Seme of the many claims against the compan 
were settled, and in all over $400,000 in cas 
was paid out without any return. Sereral suite 
Wore begun against the company in the coutta. 
The final liquidation is said to hava been de- 
cided pe to avoid a large claim held, by the 
original company.

The renewed: fighting in Samoa shows 
that the forces of MataaFa, the representa- 
tion of the Malietoa dynasty, are still the 
more powerful, and are steadily hemming 
in those of TAMASESE, now nominal King by 
grace of the Germans. Save for their sup- 
port the usurper would be compelled to 
give up the struggle. A point brought out 
by the present news is that Commander 
LEARY of the Adams has been watchful of 
the rights and interests of our citizens at 
Apia, and has protested against armed in- 
terference of the German war ships to aid 
TAMASESE. No doubt Commander MULLAN 
of the Nipsic, which has now relieved the 
Adams, will be equally watchful and ener- 
getic. The whole question in Samoa turns 
on the action of the Gernians. If they keep 
aloof, as hitherto, TAMASESE will be over- 
thrown, but there is some apprehension 
that, ignoring international obligations, 
they willinterfere. Last year they urged 
that they had made war against King 
MALIETOA personally, but since he is no 
longer in the islands and a new leader, 
MATAAFA, represents the popular cause, that 
plea cannot serve again. 








The wholesale executions of criminals with 
Which the Sultan of Zanzibar was about to 
solace himself in his present troubles have 
been staid by the intervention of the 
British Consular representative, but the un- 
happy condition of that monarch remains. 
His first impulse a few years ago was to re- 
sist the purpose of three or four of the 
leading European nations to encroach upon 
his domains on the mainland of Africa. But 
threats of bombardment and prospects of 
advantage changed his mood. He granted 
territorial and trade privileges to the British 
and the Germans, and made concessions also 
to the Italians. The effect of these liberaland 
progressive measures has been lately seen 
in a general native uprising against not 
only the foreigners but, in some cases, 
against his own authority. What makes 
the matter worse is that some of the foreign- 
ers to whém he has opened his ports and his 
strip of coast have greatly abused their 
privileges, needlessly provoking the natives 
by their greed, insolence, and tyranny. E In 
this dilemma the Sultan has of late been 
devoting himself to religious rites and 
duties and to dealing with his subjects, in- 
cluding the criminals, after the strictest re- 
quirements of the Mohammedan code. Itis 
probable that his troubles have only begun, 
and that Zanzibar will be the arena of a 
struggle between Germany and Great 
Britain for the control of the best trade 
route between the region of the great lakes 
and the East African coast. 








The admirers of Mr. JOSEPH JEFFERSON, 
who include all American playgoers, will be 
relieved to learn that he has taken no part 
in the movement to proscribe foreign actors 
in this country. The movement is so con- 
temptible that any actor whose name is un- 
justly used in connection with it owes it to 
himself to lose no time in recording his dis- 
claimer. There are one or two other actors 
from whom the public would be glad to re- 
ceive a similar disavowal. With regard to 
the majority of the agitators there has been 
no surprise, and there would be no relief. 
Those few playgoers who know of them 
think them quite right in assuming that no 
judicious manager would employ them so 
long as he had the choice, which they there- 
fore propose to deny him. 








THE FUTURE OF TARIFF REFORM. 

At the present moment, so close to the 
end of a year that has been more important 
than any other in this generation for the 
cause of tariff reform, it is natural that the 
friends of that reform should take a retro- 
spect of its recent history and form an esti- 
mate of its chances in the future. A super- 
ficial view of this sort would not be en- 
couraging. For the first time since slavery 
became the issue of dominating interest in 
our «politics the judgment of the country 
has been challenged upon the fiscal policy 
of the Government more clearly and defi- 
nitely than on any other question enter- 
ing into the contest. Apparently the 
judgment rendered has been adverse. It 
is obviously adverse in that the can- 
didate who, with the greatest cour- 
age and devotion, had made the issue 
in favor of reform, was defeated. But 
while this is true, two considerations 
must be borne in mind in order to make a 
correct estimate of the nature, authority, 
and effect of the judgment. One is that 
though tariff reform was the most conspic- 
uous issue, it was not actually the only or 
even the dominant one. The other is that 
the judgment, though adverse for the time, is 
not conclusive. It isfair to ask whether, 
keeping these facts in mind, the cause of 
reform has not really made very great 
progress in the last four years? 

We believe that it has, and that it is des- 
tined to make still greater in the next four, 
and to continue to make progress until it 
shall have triumphed definitively. This 
conclusion is justified by the conduct of 
both its friends and its opponents. The 
former are not discouraged, and show no 
signs of compromise. Tho latter are des- 
perate and give constant evidence of their 
belief that they have but a respite, during 
the period of which they must take every 
advantage that they possibly can. It is 
this last feature of the situation that is of 
the greatest significance. The Senate has 
taken a recess until the new year after the 
majority had completely shaped their policy 
as to taxation, and had shown by their votes 
and by their speeches, and still more by 
"the failure to vote and by the silence of 
some of them, that every Senator of their 
number could be relied on to sustain every 
portion of that policy. And that policy is, 
as we have said, one of absolute despera- 
tion. It has two main elements, and 











in order that the surplus in the Treasury 
may not be used as a justification for tariff 
revision, the other is the ‘‘protection” of 
combinations and trusts from any foreign 
competition, whatever they may exactfrom 
the home consumer after domestic competi- 
tion has been practically suppressed. This 
is desperate because it cannot be de- 
fended, because it is in flagrant and im- 
pudent violation of the pledges of the party, 
because it is in open opposition to the known 
will and wish of the people, and therefore 
can only be practiced by men who mean to 
make the most of a lease of power that they 
know must be short. 

A party that resorts to such measures, that 
gives itself up in complete abandonment of 
its own honor and self-respect to the dom- 
ination of men whose only claim to obedi- 
ence is their power to purchase votes, can- 
not hope to retain the confidence of the 
people or to gain another term of office by 
even so narrow a margin as that of the Re- 
publicans in the late election. But this is 
not the only or the chief reason for the con- 
clusion that the cause of tariff reform is 
nearer to its triumph than it wasa year 
ago in despite of its apparent set-back. 
Even if the Republicans had interpreted 
the judgment of the people as it ought to 
have been interpreted and had undertaken 
in good faith to revise and reduce the tariff 
duties that are known to foster monopolies 
and combinations, they could not have 
checked the movement toward reform, be- 
cause that movement has been set on foot 
by forces that are not political or tempo- 
rary, but are produced by the economic 
condition of the country, and will not cease 
to work until they have accomplished their 
purpose. ‘Tariff reform is absolutely neces- 
sary to the healthy development of the re- 
sources of the country, and, what is more, 
to the natural and inevitable progress of 
the enterprises, very great, numerous, and 
various, that depend upon that develop- 
ment. Quite avart from any theory of pro- 
tection or free trade, the industrial forces 
of the United States have reached the 
point where their product must seek foreign 
markets. Every clog tv their progress 
toward access to those markets will have 
to be removed, and this is especially true 
of those that are artificially created by 
legislation, and that can be reached by 
public opinion .and by votes. When the 
high tariff again comes before the people it 
will be forced to meet the criticism and the 
opposition, not only of those who by study 
and observation have been convinced of its 
unwisdom, but by organized interests to 
which it is hostile, by men whose prosper- 
ity depends directly upon its reform. That 
is the fact that makes the future of tariff 
reform secure, in spite of the reverses that 
it has lately been obliged to encounter. 








THE INAUGURAL PROCESSION. 

A Northwestern member of the present 
Congress startled the House of Representa- 
tives last year by demanding a peculiarly 
respectful hearing upon the ground that he 
represented the only city in the world that 
possessed a Corn Palace. Not many of his 
hearers had ever heard of a corn palace, and 
did not know what was the use of it, but to 
the orator the possession of a corn palace 
was evidently more of a distinction and of 
a solace than would be the possession 
of the Parthenon, Cologne Cathedral, 
the Taj Mehal, and the stately pleas- 
ure dome which Kuspita Khan _ de- 
creed in Xanadu all combined. Sioux 
City, for it appeared that that was the 
place he was talking about, rejoices in the 
uniqueness of its Corn Palace as New-York 
rejoices in the possession of an evening news- 
paper which is producing the Scriptures as 
a feuilleton. Like most of the achieve- 
ments upon which the great Northwest 
prides itself, the Corn Palace is valued not 
so much for being alovely vision of fru- 
mentated architecture as for being a sym- 
bol of material prosperity. lt was in this 
spirit that the inspired bard hymned the 
praise of Kansas: 


** We have made the State of Kansas, 
And to-day she stands complete, 
First in freedom, first in wheat, 
And the coming years shall meet 

Larger hopes and richer stanzas.” 


Sioux City is about to assert itself to the 
Nation by sending a ‘‘Corn Palace train” 
laden with enterprising Sioux Citizens to 
the inauguration of President HARRISON. 
The local Journal sets forth, in unmistak- 
ably Corn Paiace English, that there has 
been ‘‘a very complimentary gathering of 
citizens” ‘‘to indulge in an initiatory con- 
sideration of a Corn Palace train to Wash- 
ington at the inauguration of President 
HARRISON.” It appears that the consider- 
ation actually indulged in was much more 
than initiatory. The committees were ap- 
pointed and they conferred with Passenger 
Agents to such purpose that the Journal 
feels justified in announcing that “the bed- 
rock expenses of the trip can be made for 
$60,” though it appears that this estimate 
assumes that the excursionists can use the 
Corn Palace train for lodgings at the 
capital. 

Asit further appears that ‘the friends 
of Sioux City” are to be ‘‘ invited from all 
directions, including Dakota, Nebraska, 
and Iowa points,” to join the Corn Palace 
train, it is safe to expect that the agricult- 
ural Northwest will be fully represented 
at the inauguration of the candidate of its 
choice. It is to be wished that an equally 
characteristic representation might be made 
of other States which have contributed 
to the election of Gen, HARRISON. A Sen- 
ator from the great Northwest has sug- 
gested an appropriate method of symboliz- 
ing the assistance rendered to the cause 
by the protected manufacturers of New- 
England and Pennsylvania. The mention 
of their service calls up to every mind the 
image ofa sleek and unctuous capitalist 
twirling over a fire stirred by Quay 
and WANAMAKER and yielding 
thing of his fat at every revolu- 
tion. It was for the most part 
in New-England and Pennsylvania that 
this fat was exuded, while it was 
for the most part in New-York and Indiana 
that it was applied to larding the lean 
voters. Indeed it is in the representation of 
these latter States that there is the greatest 
need and the largest opportunity for an eb- 
ject lesson in the inaugural precession. The

take the form of a float, containing a block 
of five floaters, with a statesman 1n charge, 
to make sure that they do not ‘‘ getaway.” 
Of course this statesman can properly be 
no other than Col. W. W. Duprey, pro- 
vided he happens on the 4th of March to 
be at large. Evenif he were then to be 
under bonds to answer an indictment, an 
arrangement might be made with the au- 
thorities of Indiana allowing him to take 
this part in the inaugural procession in 
charge of a detective, who should see that 
DUDLEY in turn did not get away. It 
would be a great pity if so striking and in- 
structive a figure as DuDLEY might make 
should be missed from the ceremonies, even 
in answer to the claims of justice. 

An appropriate representation of the 
Empire State would be more difficult. So 
many men contributed powerfully to the 
result here that an equitable adjustment of 
their claims is almost hopeless. Mr. Mor- 
TON, of course, will be in the procession ex 


officio, and it will be necessary only that he 


be identified in order to recall to the specta- 
tor the prophetic words: ‘‘Some fellow like 
PHELPS of New-Jersey, who can reach the 
conservative forces of the East and get 
contributions from the manufacturers and 
Wall-street.” The fifteen-dollar farmer of 
Clinton County and the Democratic keeper 
of a groggery in New-York have: every 
right to appear as heraldic supporters 
of the Republican shield. Mr. Tomas C. 
Piatt has been trying, without marked 
success, to convince Mr. HARRISON that he 
had a great deal to do with it. But by the 
consent of well-informed people in this 
State the New-Yorker who is entitled to 
the most conspicuous place in the inaugural 
procession, including a barouche and six 
horses all to himself, is no less a person 
than the present and prospective Governor 
of the State. 











TAX THE MANY FOR THE FEW. 

A resident of Arizona who asserts that he 
is ‘‘not a copper baron,” but who seems to 
be interested pecuniarily in some copper 
mine, writes to us that THe TIMEs’s com- 
ments upon the operations of the Copper 
Syndicate are not satisfactory from his 
point of view. As his defense of this ring 
is like that which has frequently been 
made by beneficiaries of the conspiracy, the 
leading points of it may be considered 
briefly. ‘ 

For some time previous to the organiza- 
tion of the Syndicate, he says, only a few 
copper mines “paid even a small profit,” 
and these mines were profitable only be- 
cause they were able to produce copper “at 
an extremely low cost.” He seems to have 
overlooked the Calumet and Hecla Mine, 
that has paid more than $30,000,000 in 
dividends in the 17 years since 1871, the 
usual annual rate having been 80 per cent., 
upon a capital of $2.500,000. Half of this 
capital was made of stock dividends. 
Is this one of the few mines that 
were fortunate enough to pay “even a 
small protit”? He also points out that the 
advance in price caused by the suppression 
of competition has been very beneficial to 
struggling mining companies, in whose 
mines the cost of production was so great 
that the business was not profitable ‘in 
the era of low prices.” The ring’s price, he 
says, ‘“‘is not an excessive one,” and the com- 
bination will, in his opinion, ‘insure an 
ample supply of copper at a stable and fair 
price,” and improve the condition of em- 
ployés. : 

We can understand that persons inter- 
ested in deposits of copper ore so poor 
that it would not pay to work them at 
the prices of a year and a half ago are 
very glad that the price has beon raised 
nearly 70 per cent., but we do not see 
why consumers of copper the world over 
should be taxed unjustly for their sup- 
port. There are enormous deposits of ore 
that were worked with large profits 
when the price was 1012 cents a pound. 
Ought the people to be compelled 
to pay three times the value of this 
copper in order that the owners of 
ore in which the percentage of copper is 
very small may be able to sell ata protit? 
Are the people to gain nothing from the 
recent great reductionin the cost of pro- 
duction caused by the use of improved 
methods? Between 1867 and 1885 the cost 
of stamping and washing in one Lake Supe- 
rior mine fell from $5 50 to less than 48 
centsa ton. Between 1876 and 1885 the cost 
of manipulating the rock was reduced from 
3.45 to 1.95 centsaton. Since 1885 there 
has been further progress in this direction. 
The reduction has not been confined-to the 
largest mines. The Tamarack’s last annual 
report showed that the total cost of its 
product at the mine for the year 1887 was 
only 3.97 cents a pound, and that this cop- 
per was laid down in this city for only 5% 
cents.. The cost has fallen until the product 
of all the leading Lake Superior mines can 
be placed in this market for less than 7 
cents. It is well known that our mines 
yield very much more copper than is con- 
sumed in thiscountry. Sofar as our own 
wants are concerned they could be supplied 
by the mines in which the cost of production 
is so low, and there would still be a surplus 
for export. 

Our correspondent would have the pres- 
est ring price (1744 cents as against 101g 
cents a little more than a year ago, before 
the ring was made) maintained for the ben- 
efit of the owners of deposits in which great 
quantities of rock or sand yield only here 
and there a grain of the metal. If this is 
the proper policy, where would he draw the 
line? Why should not the mining of a de- 
posit yielding copper at a cost of 18 cents 
a pound be encouraged and protected by a 
further advance of the ring price, say 
to 25 cents? It is the old story; the in- 
competent and the unsuccessful should 
be placed on the same plane with 
the competent and skillful at public ex- 
pense. The richness of natural depositsand 
the value of improved processes should go 
for naught because they place some one 
at a disadvantage, and the people should 
be taxed for the support of those whe lag 
behind. This kind of defense will not con- 
vince the world that such conspiracies as 
the copper combination ought to be encour- 
aged. As for the assertion that the con- 
tinued existence of the combination will 
“insure an ample supply of cop- 








per,” our correspondent must know that

the operations of the Syndicate have 
already caused production to outrun 
consumption, and that the unused surplus 
grows every week becatise the people will 
not buy it at the unwarrantably high 
price. Thus far the advance in price has 
not put money in the employés’ pockets. 
Wages have not been raised in the most 
profitable mines. Trusts are not made for 
the benefit of laborers. The English Salt 
Trust cut down the wages of its employés 
when it raised the price of salt 300 per 
cent. The Sugar Trust has dismissed thou- 
sands of workmen and lowered the wages 
of others. If our correspondent will look 
at this question from the average con- 
sumer’s point of view there will be re- 
vealed to him certain phases of it that he 
has not yet seen. 











THE NORTA RIVER BRIDGE. 

Two considerations which receive respect- 
tul treatment from experts make it more 
likely than ever before that we shall have 
a bridge across the Hudson into this city 
ere the century closes. One is the reduced 
cost of such undertakings resulting from in- 
ventions and improved metliods of manu- 
facture; the other is the economy it pre- 
sents over a number of crossings above or 
below water. With regard to the former 
consideration it is calculated that were the 
Brooklyn Bridge to be erected now it would 
cost only half what was spent upon it. 
With respect to the latter it is estimated 
that to build at once a gigantic bridge to 
accommodate all the railways that termi- 
nate in Jersey City will be a great sav- 
ing over several bridges and tunnels, 
each only large enough two receive the 
trains of one or several systems. Perhaps 
this estimate leaves out of account the im- 
provements which may be made in methods 
and materials during the coming decade, if 
the ratio continues as in the past ten or 
twelve years; but even if we allow some- 
thing for that it must be a gradually dimin- 
ishing ratio, and the economy involved in 
one grand bridge as compared with many 
will still be overwhelming. The criticism 
on the Brooklyn Bridge urged at the time 
with excellent reason, namely, that to re- 
ceive the enormous ebb and flow of passen- 
gers across the East River a system of 
tunnels would have been more practical 
and vastly cheaper, does not serve 
against bridging the Hudson. For in 
this case it is a question of railways 
rather than pedestrians. Lines of rail may 
be arranged to converge at one spot and 
cross by a bridge large enough to receive 
them, but there is no such immense body of 
residents close to the water front on the 
Jersey side, as is the case with Long Island, 
that their convenience need be first ef all 
consulted. But what has set a practical 
voto upon tunneling the Hudson at allisthe 
failure of the attempt under tragic circum- 
stances, many human lives having been 
suddenly lost by the breaking of the shield, 
not to speak of those who were the victims 
of caisson fever. Theso are the most salient 
aspects of bridging the North River. 

Hardly less important is tho statement of 
engineers that a suspension bridge can be 
erected which will not interfere with navi- 
gation, yet whose huge span will be fully 
as safe as that which gives character to the 
East River. An engineer of Pittsburg, who 
makes bridges a specialty, has succeeded in 
gaining the ear of capitalists, and his calcu- 
lations meet with respectful consideration 
from those who ought to know. Inplaco of 
the stone piers of the Brooklyn Bridge he 
advocates steel towers reached by spans of 
1,500 feet from each land end. The towers 
willbe joined by a span of the unprec- 
edented length of 2,850 feet. When 
we recall that the Brooklyn Bridge 
is only 1,600 feet in the centre span, 
and 930 at the land ends, the magni- 
tude of the new scheme begins to dawn on 
one. The entire length will be double that 
of the present bridge less 900 feet. The 
height of the steel towers will be 690 feet 
from foundations, as against 350 feet for 
the East River piers. The bridge will be 
little wider and only 20 feet higher above 
the water; but1t will take from six to ten 
tracks and cost thrice as much from anchor- 
age to anchorage. When the value of land 
at the approaches is added to the cost of 
the bridge itself the figure becomes a start- 
ling one; but it may well be questioned 
whether the project to-day is as bold as 
thatof the Brooklyn Bridge at its inception. 

The picture of this greatest of all won- 
ders of bridge making offers much the 
same beauty of curve in the main span as 
the East River Bridge 
outline in the towers, though the open- 
work steel construction of the latter 
compare unfavorably with the granite 
piers at Brooklyn. They recall the Eiffel 
tower now soaring up from the Champs 
de Mars at Paris, being just about 
half as high, but placed in twos, making 
fourinall. Only four great strands cross 
these towers, one 50 feet above the other 
on each side of the tracks, being ih respect 
to number like the Brooklyn Colossus; 
but while in the latter case each cable is 
3,580 feet, the strands of the Hudson 
Bridge are to be 6,100 feet long. On each 


and more grace of 


side, midway between towers and anchor- 


age, is a steel trestle, giving support and 
stability to the landward spans. The tops 
of the towers are treated inasimple but 
solid decorative way and the anchorages 
are of granite and assume the “ battering ” 
outline of Egyptian architecture. 

The position of the cables is to be differ- 
ent for the purpose of keeping the weight 
ata minimum and raising the carrying 
power toamaximum. Special cables are 
designed to steady the bridge against vibra- 
tion from the wind or from the passage of 
trains. The engineer maintains that heavy 
locomotives pulling long trains will be able 
to cross at full speed without danger to the 
structure or alarm to the passengers. It 
may be noted that ths bridge proposed for 
the English Channel has no such spans as 
this, the largest being figured at 1,500 feet.

The business of supplying steam for heat- 
ing purposes, even when it is carried on 
with wanton disregard of the rights and 
convenience of the public, as is the case 
with the New-York Steam Company, is un- 
fortunately a lawful occupation in the city 
of New-York. The Commissioner of Public 
Works declares that the city is helpless and 
has no proper remedy for the outrages 
which the company puts upon its resi- 
dents. Under a mandamus issued by 
the Supreme Court the company may 
tear up the pavements wherever it 
pleases; it may keep them torn up 
as long as it pleases and when it finally 
consents to replace the broken pavement 
it does so with regard only to its own inter- 
ests, ignoring the obligation torestore it in 
such a manner as to leave the street again 
safe and convenient for travel. Ina well- 
governed city this company would never 
have obtained the right to invade the streets 
with its pipes, for even at tho time they 
were laid it would have required no unusual 
engineering skill and foresight to perceive 
that their use would constitute a public 
nuisance anda public peril. Steam heat- 
ing as carried on by this company is a 
failure, but there seems to be no present 
remedy for the obnoxious conditions it 
creates. Ifaremedy is to be found it can- 
not be applied too quickly. The evilis one 
which would justify a very summary pro- 
ceeding against the offenders.

SPOKIT FOR BEAR HUNTERS. 


HOW BRUIN CHEATED HIS PURSUERS 
AND DROFPED INTO THE STREAM. 

WATERTOWN, Dec 24.—Winter has set in 
with some severity in this part of the State, but 
it did not get here in time to spoil the fun of 
several mighty bear hunters, who have made a 
score during the past few days. On Monday 
afternoon of last week a big black bear put in 
an appearance inside the limits of the village of 
Martinsburg, Lewis County. The inhabitants, 
a8 8000 as apprised of his presence, turned out 
en masse, and, armed with guns pistols, pitch- 
forks, axes, and clubs, joined in the most exciting 
bear hunt known in that section fora longtime. 


Dick Salisbury, a resident of the place, let loose 
his dogs, and then a hot chasebegan. The dogs 
soon overhauled the bear, and ran himupa 
tree on the banks of Roaring Brook, about a 
mile awav. About 30 men and bays were fol- 
lowing the dogs as closely as their legs and 
wind ‘would allow, but they did not get the 
bear. Before any of them got near enough to 
xet a shot the bear seemed to realize that they 
were too numerous for him, and dropped out of 
the tree into the stream. After floating down 
some distance he clambered out on the other 
side and escaped into the wvods. The stream 
Was so deep and rapid that it cut off pursuit, so 
Bruin escaped, much to the chagrin of his pur- 
suers, Who at the start felt sure of securing hia 
scalp. 

S. H. Marden, who lives at Childwold. a back- 
woods Post Oflice in the town of Hepginton, St 
Lawrence County, ran across a whole family of 
bears a few days ago while out hunting near his 
home. He first discovered tne tracks of the ant- 
mals in the snow, by which he followed them to 
their den ina ledge of rocks at night. Next 
morning he went out and .succeeded in captur- 
ing one cub and a female bear that would 
weigh 300 pounds. From the traeks the night 
before he expected to find four bears in the 
ledge of recks, but two ef them had takeu their 
departure before he got around in the morning 
and he did not fellow them. ‘ 

The Oseeola woods, a large tract of timber 
lying south of this city in Oswego and Lewis 
Counties, has afforded excellent spurt for bear 
hunters this Fall. Old Joe Christy, the boss 
hunterin that eection, captured three of tha 
brutes, and other hunters have been quite suc- 
cessful. One day last week T. D. and A. Me- 
Dougall were hunting in these woods at a point 
about 12 miles northeast of Sandy Creek Sta- 
tion on the Rome, Watertown and Oxdensburg 
Railroad, when they ran across a female bear 
and two cubs. They killed both of the cubs, 
after which they pursued but could not get 
shot at the old bear. The cubs weighed about 
50 pounds each, but they were big enough to 
make the hunters exceedingly proud when ther 
got outtoaclearing where they could exhibit 
thern.

VICTIMS. 


NOBODY SEEMS TO KNOW HOW MANY 
WERE LOST ON THE KATE ADAMS. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 24.—There is 
almost as much excitement to-day as yesterday 
over the loss of the steamer Kate Adams, and 
rumor is gradually increasing the number of 
passengers who were drowned or burnea. The 
impression is becoming general that the 
loss of life is greater than was at first supposed 
or was reported by the officers of the steamer. 

No record is kept of deck passengers, and the 
two clerks who collected the deck fares had not 
been heard from when last night’s report was 
sent. Capt. Julius Kloster, the Government 
engineer who was a passenger, states thét ha 
saw at least 100 people in the water, of whom 
20 or more were carried down by the fall of 
the blazing wheelnouse. He thinks there were 
between 250 and 300 peovle on the boat. Of 
these, 170 have been accounted for. 

Dick Young, second engineer of the boat, who 
was rescucd by a fisherman vamed Grover, is 
of the opinion that 100 er 125 lives were lost. 
He and Grover rescued 18 peuple in a smail 
skiff. Among them was William Donohue, the 
fourth clerk of the Adams, and a large man, 
supposed to be W. A. Covington of Bolivar 
County, Miss. The latter died of cold as soon 
as he reached shore. 

Donohue says he and George Corbett, the 
third clerk, took to the yawl, which was soon 
afterward capsized by a crowd of negro deck 
passengers jumping laoto it. He swam for a 
bale of cotton, and finally reached it. Corbett 
caught a step ladder and managed tu get upon 
it. He was seen floating down the river by 
Young and Grover while they were rescuing 
people from the cotton wales. A short time 
afterward they started to go after him, but he 
had disappeared. Itis supposed that he was so 
overcome with the celd thas he could no longer 
cling to his frail support and feil off into the 
water. 

Several negroes of the Adam’s deck crew re- 
ported to-day that the tire started from a 
lighted coal that fell upon a bale of cotton from 
the pipe of Robert Noah, one of the colored tire- 
men. The cotton ignited fast, and Noah, in at- 
tempting to extinguish the flame with his hat, 
scattered it to other bales. In a minute the 
whole tier of cotton was ablaze.

BOTH THE EDISON AND THE WESTING- 
HOUSE COMPANIES MAKE PENIALS. 

PITrsBuRG, Dec. 24.—The Westinghouse 
Electric Company will not conselidate with its 
Tival, the Edison. “The story,” said Assistant 
General Manager J. S. Humbird, originated in 
New-York. I have no doubt that the rival con- 
cern feels the inroads we are making in their 
Dusiness and that they desire some 
such arrangement. They pretend not to 


know that in Europe electricians will 
not entertain the three-wire system, but 
it is a_ fact. Furthermere, the Edison 
people are not in a position to talk business un- 
til they bring into the parent company all their 
auxiliary corporations, and this they cannot do, 
at least for some time te come. There is stilla 
further barrier. You will perceive that wo place 
acertain value on our holdings, so do they. 
Then, until we recognize the value of their hold- 
ings at nearly their own estimate and until they 
adwit the value of our patents at our estimate, 
we could not possibly come together. 

“T do not think there is the slightest founda- 
tion for the rumerea consolidation. Our esti- 
mate of the Edison patents is that they are 
antiquated. We de not need them. We are do- 
ing all the business we can do.” 


Mr. Edgar M. Johnson, President of the Eai- 
son Electric Light Company, yasterday dc- 
nounced as untrue the statement of an alleged 
consolidation with the Westinghouse Company. 
Similar rumors made during the previous week 
he said, had been traeed to Pittsburg, where the 
home office of the Westinzbonse Com- 
pany is. The statements he supposes,

No other motive was apparent 
The Westinghouse people had nothing which 
would add to the value of the Edison system in 
a combination. Westinghouse uses the alter- 
nating system. Edison's is the continaous sys- 
tem, and would not combine with an alternating 
system mechanically,even if there were any 
disposition on the part of the Edison peopie, 
which there was not, to combine forces with 
the Westinghouse people.

MRS. POTTER. 

Mrs. Potter has returned to us with 
plenty of new, expensive gowns, but so far as 
her treatment of the réle of Elizabeth in Tom 
Taylor’s **’Twixt Axe and Crown” indicates, 
with no new skill. Her essay in the art of act- 
ing at Palmer’s Theatre last night was better 
than her melanchely tussle with Pauline 
Deschappelles at the Grand Opera House 
last Spring. That purely negative merit must 
be adwitted. But it was not measurably su- 
perior to her performancesin ‘Mille. ,de Bres- 
sier’ and ** Loyal Leve,” and as more than a 
year of study and active work on the stage has 
elapsed since she appeared in those feeble and 
stupid plays, the result is disappointing. 

No plays could be much worse than those 
that were selected for Mrs. Potter’s early per- 
formances on the public stage in this city, and 
in all just comment on her work at that time 
due allowance was made for the unworthiness 
of the material in her hands. She was given 
the benefit of every possible doubt. The qual- 
ities she has from nature of rare beauty of 
face and unusual personal charm, and the air 
of goed breeding and distinction that she 
took with her from the drawing room to 
the stage, were duly recorded in her 
favor. And these have a positive value. 


The possession of them does not atone for the 
lack of dramatic insight and the power te ex- 
press emotion. But Mrs. Potter undoubtedly 
has artistic perception. The studio scene in 
* Mille. de Bressier’ and a few passages in 
* Loyal Love” proved that. There were mo- 
mounts in those performances that gave promise 
of better things; but the promise, thus far, has 
not been fulfilled. 

Tom Taylor’s “Twixt Axe and Crown” is not 
a very inspiriting play. Its language 1s often 
forced and stagy, and: its action is gensrally 
sluggish. But itisa work that repays careful 
treatment by good actors. It is foundedon a 
doubtful romance of Elizabeth’s early life, and 
® pretty idea that it embodies is that the 
Queen was a spinster throughout her 
long reign because she cherished her early 
love for Courtevay of Devonshire, her 
cousin, who was imprisoned in the Tower with 
her when Bloody Mary reigned. The character 
of young Elizabeth is a taking one, and would be 
hignly effective in a theatrical way in the hands 
of acomypetent actress. Sheis queen-like even 
In her days of subjugation. There are 
poenes of great force to exhibit her strength 
pf character, personal dignity, logical calm- 
ness under the stress oO ill fortune, 
and Ree reg merge alertness in divining 
aod checking the plots of her enemies. Mrs. 
Potter was best in these scenes, but her efforts 
fell far shortef their possibilities. Her monoto- 
nous, see-sawing delivery of the text deprived 
it of much of its dramatie value, and the expres- 
sions of her countenance intended to eonvey 
the ideas of scorn and contempt were 
not of much aid to her in tndicating the 
meaning of the play. In‘ the love scenes 
she endeavored to express the tenderness 
and force of her passien for Courtenay by ex- 
uberant action and hysterical speech, but the 
effect was not convincing. s. Potter was 
always pleasant to look upon, except when her 
nostrils were contracted, her eyes nearly elosed, 
and the muscles of her face distorted in an at- 
tempt to picture the emotions of Elizabeth, and in 
the scene of the discomfiture of the Bishop of 
Winehester where Elizabeth discovers that the 
death warrant he has brought to the tower does 
net bear Mary’s signature, (an exceedingly in- 
fautile stage devict, by the way,) she more 
neatly reached the level of the situation 
than at any other point the _per- 
formance. The last seene, in which 
Elizabeth aceepts the crown of England 
when the news of Courtenay’s death has just 
been brought to her, Is a beautiful passage, but 
one that is quite iw gro the powers of this 
actress, a8 it is, indeed, beyond those of all that 
we know except a very few. It is quite the 
most poetic and suggestive scene in the play, 
which is generally commenplace, though the 
the hand of a master of stagecraft shows through 
ital. Beyond this thereis nothing tosay ef 
Mrs. Petter’s porteemenes. except that the 
solilequy of Elizabeth, while the scaffold is 
being bullt inthe courtyard ofthe tower and 
she remembers that Jane Grey and Anne Boleyn 
wenttorth to death from the very roem in 
which she is confined, was rendered with some- 
thing of the quality that made her popular as a 
public reader of poetry before she went on 
the stage. 

Mrs. Scott-Siddons and Mrs. Rousby were 
Mre. Potter’s predecessors in the character of 
Lady Elizabeth on the New-Yerk stage, but 
neither of them did so well that their —- 
is cherished in the memory.

BOOTH AND BARRETT. 

Mr. Edwin Booth hasrarely given a better 
performance of Bertuccio in “The Fool's 
Revenge” than he gave at the Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre last night. His work in the first act 
of the play suggested a reservation of power, 
which was not wholly dispelled in the secend, 
although the scene with Fiordelisa was admir- 
ably done and moved the audience, or at least 
the feminine portion of it, to copious tears. 


The contrast between the vengeful disposition 
of the jester and his tender, worshipful love for 
his child was so marked that it touched a uni- 
versal chord ef sympathetic admiration. In the 
abduction scene he alse played excellently. The 
nervous eagerness to wreak the vengeance that 
had been nursed an@ cherished for years, the 
trembling fear lest it should fail in the moment 
of its attainment, and the final wild exultatieon 
at the supposed success of the plot were ex- 
pressed with a force and finesse that held his 
hearers spellbound. But it was not until the 
third act that Mr. Booth reached the 
heighth and breadth of his art. In the 
malignant cunning with which Ber- 
tuccio inflames the jealous Francesca to the 
pitch ot poisoning Manfredi; in the gloating 
over Malatesta’s supposed loas and disgrace; in 
the stupefyine surprise that it was not Mala- 
testa’s wife that was abducted; in the appall- 
ing discovery that it was his own beloved 
daughter that had fallen into the trap set by 
himself for another; in the maddened, impotent 
struggle to rescue her, and in the pitiful, des- 
perate appeal, under the guise of folly, to TorelJi 
for admittance into the banquet hall, he at- 
tained the perfection of acting. As he sank 
down at the feet of the courtier, half dead with 
the ferce of his emotiens, his face was a 
startling picture of despair, remorse, and 
utter hopelessness. It only required the ar- 
tistic death scene to cap a performance that 
fairly raised the auditors from their seats in 
enthusiastic appreciation. This feeling found 
vent in the most tumultuous applause and in a 
half dozen calls before the curtain. Mr. Booth 
was ably supported by Miss Minna Gale as 
Fiordelisa, Mr. Charles Hanford as Manfredi, 
Mr. Charles Collins as Malatesta, Miss Gertrude 
Kellogg as Francesca, and|Mr. Lawrence Hanley 
as Dell’ Aquilla. “The Fool’s Revenge” was 
tellowed by Mr. Alfred Thompson’s graceful 
translation of Theodore de Banville’s pretty one- 
act drama, ‘‘Gringoire.” Mr. Lawrence Barrett 
appeared as the starving poet and gave his fa- 
tmiliar, careful, and scholarly portrayal of the 
character.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The eve of Christmas is generally believed 
oy amusement managers to be the worst night 
in the year for their business. The saddening 
influence of the night was discernible in the 
size of the audience at the Motropolitan Opera 
House last evening, yet it may reasonably be 
doubted whether any work thus far produced 
would have drawn a larger assomblage than 
Warners “Siegfried.” The performance last 
evening was in some respects an improvement 
on that of Friday.

A CHICAGO LAWYER THE VICTIM OF A

man Ward, was to-day the victim ef a brutal as- 
sault in his office as a result of his prosecution 
of David Blumenfield, the head of a gang of 
swindlers infesting South Canal-street.

At that mement Constable Wallace and an 
alleged detective mamed Bruce entered the 
office with a warrant which had been sworn out 
early in the morning before the alleged offense 
had been committed, Blumentield falsely swear- 
ing that Col. Jacobson had extorted money by 
threats. The lawyer said he was ready to ac- 
company the officer, but Bruce demanded the 
meney and the watch. This was refused, and 
Bruce, drawing a revolver or a slung-shot, 
struck Col. Jacobsen in the temple and knoeked 
him dewn. Two men ther jumped on the 
prostrate lawyer and tried te take the money 
from him by force. Col. Jacobson is 54 years old, 
and is strong and active. He held the money 
in his hand and struck out. A struggle for the 
possession ef the money ensued, in whieh Col. 
Jacobson was shamefully beaten and kioked. 
The constable seized an iron paper weight and 
struck the lawyer over the hand, laying bare 
the knuckles. Bruce, who has beenin trouble 
befere on account of his brutality, tried to bite 
the lawyer’s hand until the money was given 
up, but all efforts were unsuccesstul, und the 
money was skillfully passed to Lawyer New- 
berger, who gave it toa policeman who had 
been summoned.

PHENOMENAL SHIPMENTS. 
CuHIcaGo, Dec. 24.—The east-bound ship~ 
ments last week were phenonienal, The Board 
of Trade statement, which embraces through 
and local shipments of all classes of freight ex- 
cept live stock, shows an aggrogate for al) the 
roads of 111,000 tons, against 108,000 for the 
preceding week, an increase of 3,000 tons, and 
against 54,000 tons for the corresponding week 
last year, an incraase of 57,000 tons. This is 
the largest volume of east-bound business for a 
single week on record. The same may be said 
of the shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
from Chicago to the seaboard by the eight lines 


inthe Central Traffic Associatien, which last 
week amounted to 80,177 tons, against 77,125 
for the previous week, an increase of 3,052 tonsa, 
and xgainst 52.772 forthe corresponding week 
of 1887, an inerease of 27,405 tons. 

The through shipments of grain alone aggre- 
gated 61,764 tons, provisions and flour making 
up the balance, with 12,188 tons of the former 
and 6,225 tons of the latter. On this traffic the 
Lake Shore leads allits competitors, and the 
three Vanderbilt lines combined carried 47.9 
per cent. of the total.

IT WAS ONLY A BLUNDER. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 24.—A blunder of the live 
stock agent of the Atchison, Topeka and Sauta 
Fé Road at Kansas City came very near ruining 
the possibility of restoring cattle rates Jan. 1. 
The managers of the other roads are now satis- 
fled, however, that it was simply a blunder, and 
although they are somewhat indignant thas 
such a thing could have been permitted to oc- 
our, itis probable that they will let it pass in 
ordér to avoid any further disturbance. 

The present rate on through shipments of 
cattle from Iadian Territory and Texas points 
makes the proportion from Kansas City to 
Chicago on such shipments $25 per oar as an- 
thorized by Chairman Midgeley a few weeka ago. 
Last Saturday the Santa Fé agent applied this 
twenty-tive-dollar rate to shipments from Kan- 
sas points, and for that day took all the live 
stock business from other reads. Furthermore, 
the long and short haul provision of the inter- 
State law was violated by making the through 
rate via Kansas City less than the local 
rate from Kansas City to Chicago. When the 
news ef this romarkable proceeding was tele- 
graphed to Chieago, it occasioned great surprise 
and indignation. The Kansas City agent of the 
Chicago and Alten was promptly instructed to 
meet any rate that might be made by competing 
lines, and for a while to-day the prospect of a 
lively fight was brilliant. It was understood 
that the other Southwestern reads would follow 
the example of the Chicago and Alton, but later 
in the day 1t was learned that the Santa Fé had 
repudiated the eut rate, and that efforts were 
being to straighten the matter out. 

The Santa F6 people claimed that it was all a 
mistake on the part of their loeal agent, and as 
the matter now stands It is not at all likely that 
the episode will interfere with the agreement 
to restore rates Jan. 1.

THAT OHIO CENTRAL SUIT. 

CuHiIcaGo, Dec. 24.—A dispatch from 
Cleveland printed here yesterday stated that a 
suit had been begun in the United States Circuit 
Court by one George B. Jenkinson against the 
syndicate that built the Ohio Central Railroad. 
Among the defendants are Columbus R. Cum- 
mings, W. H. Brown, and William B. Howard of 
this sity. Mr. Howard said te-day: 

“I was a member of the firm of Brown, How- 
ard & Co., and the eontrast to build the Ohio 
Central Road was given tous. Being interest- 
ed in the syndicate backing the enterprise, we 
took the contract at a very low figure—less than 
$10,000 per mile. The money necessary to 
carry out the enterprise was raised after the 
custom of eight or ten years ago—the road was 
built in 1880—by issuing securities and preferred 
stock, Everything was dene openly and above 
board, and the transaction was lecitimate in 
every respect. We built the roaa to Corning, 
and there our work ended. Brice and Thomas 
wanted to extend the line, anddid so afterward, 
but we had nothing to do with the construction 
of the river division. It was this extension that 
wrecked the road. 

“‘The enterprise being a failure, the bonds, of 
course, were net very valuable, and I presume 
this man, who has now begun suit against the 
syndicate, has at some time bought a few of 
these bonds and thinks by legal action he can 
recover their par value. [ see he charges 
fraud, but he will not be able to substantiate 
that charge.”

THE INAUGURATION SHOW 


AN UNUSUAL CROWD EXPECT- 
ED IN WASHINGTON, 
METHODS OF A SANCTIFIED NEWSPAPER 
OF THIS CITY IN HUNTING UP UN- 

SAVORY SCANDALS, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—There is every 
indication that the crowd is to be prodigious 
here on inauguration day. The Committee of 
Arrangements has a list of marching clubs, mil- 
itary and other organizatiens that already prom- 
ises a parade longer and more pelitical than any 
that has ever been seen here. If all the ‘corn 
palaces” and other bulky designs employed 
during the campaign are to be brought here, so 
that they can be used to areuse anew Republic- 
ap enthusiasm when shown in the procession to 
the Capitol, the parade will be a great promoter 
of party delight. Already the windows all 
along Pennsylvania-avenue are being engaged 
at high figures by those who hope to see the pa- 
rade from good positions. At present there 
never were more signs of *‘ For rent” to be seen 
about the city. A great many olerks are de- 


clining housekeeping and retrenohing in 
bearding heuses, fearful of the official axe 
in March. The restaurants, that have felt 
the dullness for several years, and grown 
notoriously poorer, will make aspurt for a few 
days in March, improving in quality in order to 
do the business that will then be pressing. 
During the inauguration week lodgings will be 
expensive here, as the difficulty of renting 
rooms to permanent lodgers for a short season 
hus made the lessees of houses anxious, and 
they will be extortionate as a maiter of self- 
defense. But high prices bere will not strike 
the New-York wen so offensively us they will 
the people from the West and Middle States 
who do not live in cities. They are accustomed 
to low prices, and they make a great deai of 
noise when asked to pay $3 to $5 for the privi- 
lege of sleeping in a decent room. ‘To those 
who have time, it will be money in pocket to go 
up town, say 10 minutes’ north from the White 
House, in seareh of rooms. They will be cheap- 
er,at the same time that they are likely to be 
cleaner, brighter, and more quiet than apart- 
ments near the principal avenue. Washington 
people think it a great hardship to live en the 
outskirts, and very few people think of walking 
when they live as far from their business as 
the City Hall is from Canal-street.

& person whom the editor seme months ago sent 
to Washington to cellect al) the vile stories af- 
fecting the President and prominent Democrats 
of which he could hear? Do:;the alleged proots 
that have been pigeon-holed inthe Mail and 
kapress office come from a man who incau- 
tiously teld what he had been sent for, ad- 
mitted that hacould find nothing even in the 
notoriously disreputabte wesorts to which de- 
votion to his employer constrained him per- 
haps unwillingly to resort, and who in the zeal 
of the moment became so abserbed as to leave 
Washington without having returned advances 
of inoney made to him as the representative of 
the Mail and Eapress ?

It may or may not be eonsidered of much 
consequence that this representative of so 
godly a master told a number of journalists that 


he was disgustea with the business upon which 
he had been sent. It may not be his fault that, 
because he was not permitted time in which to 
settle his accounts he is now referred to as “ws 
dead-beat,” but it is important to know whether 
itis upon this man’s testimony, which News- 
paper-row is quoted as sustaining, without 
knowing it, that the Mail and £xpress menaces 
the President in oase vitupeorative Re,.ublicang 
are not spared from criticism by Democrats 
who presume to criticise them. 


Itis sometimes interesting to compare the 
opinions formed of men by persons who are 
mere civilians and those who oceupy positions 
of influence. Members of Congress, for in- 
stance, whether they be in the Senate or House 
ot Representatives, are all impressed bd the 
geniality, good listening quality, attentiveness, 
obliging disposition, and devotion of Public 
Librarian Spofford. To the unread member he 
is always glad to become a vade mecum, to pro- 
vide him with the materials of a speech or a 
bundle of well-selected fiction for use during a 
Summer vacation. The mere private and un- 
official visitor to the Congressional Library, if 
he have occasion to speak with the Librarian, 
finds him preoccupied, thinking of some one 
whe came before or who is to come after, reti- 
eont ef speech, not too amiable, blunt in reply, 
apprehensive of loss of material, and never 
more than patronizing. Yet it will be found 
that the losses of beoks from the Congressional 
Library are not to be attributed to the citizen 
patrons, whe are compelled to deposit the value 
of each book borrowed, but to the Congressmen 
and other privileged persons who get their 
boeks without deposit. E. G. D.

GEN, SIANLEY ARRESTED. 


—-—»—_—- 
HE CALMLY SUBMITS AND A TEXAN SHER- 
IFF REFUSES TO LOCK HIM OUP. 

AUSTIN, Texas, Dec. 24.—Gen. D. S&S. 
Stanley, Commander of the Department of 
Texas, and his aide, David J. Rumbaugh, were 
arrested here to-day on a civil warrant issued 
from the court of Justico Sturt, and executed 
Py aconstabieo. There is a valuable block of 
property belonging to the United States Gov- 
ernment in Austin. It is known as tho old 
Arsenal block. It was occupied by Federal 
troops before the army headquarters were 
made at San Antonio. 

Some months ago the Board of School Trus- 
tees of Austin, including County Judge C. F. 
Fuller and A. P. Wooldridge, a prominent 
banker, set on foot a plan to secure from the 
Government the block—which is vacant prop- 
erty—for use as @ public schoolhouse. Threugh 
Representative Sayers, in the House, and Coke, 
in the Senate, they procured the passage of a 
bill donating the block to the city of Austin 
and the Secretary of War made a dced and for 
warded the same to Mayor Nolle and the City 
Council, ; 

Mayor Nolle was opposed to the receipt of the 
ground, saying he had rather get the military 
back to Austin to occupy it. The deed was re- 
fused. The School Beard then had the deed 
charged whereby the United States Govern- 
ment lodged the title in the board. 

But in the interim between the Government’s 
relinquishment of the property and its recep- 
tion by the School Board, a job printer and Re- 
publican ward politician named J. M. Snyder, 
at the instigation of other persons, stepped in 
and on the ground of squatter sovereignty took 
possession of the block. 

The School Board then applied to Gen. Stan- 
ley to put them in possession. To-day the Gen- 
eral and hia aide came up from San Antonio to 
turn over this property. Accompanied 
by Mr. Woolridge, who represented the 
School Board, Gen. Stanley went down to 
the disputed property. No sooner had he step- 
ped on the ground thana constable armed with 
& warrant from Justice Stuart’s Court arrested 
Gen. Stanley and the aide for alleged attempt 
to commit an assault on Snyder. They quietly 
submitted and were carried before Tentaae 
Stuart, who bound them over in $500 to keep 
the peaee. 

Gen. Stanley refused to give bond and said he 
would go to jail first. The constable proceeded 
to take him to that institution and arrived at 
the door of the ar ye Sheriff White asked 
Gen. Stanley if he had authority from the Ger- 
ernment to transter the property in question. 
The General said he had, and produced his 
orders. The Sheriff then said he would not 
recognize the order of commitment from Justice 
Stuart and teld Gen. Stanley so. 

In the meantime, Snyder holds the fort. Gen. 
Stanley has telegraphed to the War Department 
at Washington stating the facts and asking 
orders. It is believed, if be is sustained, that 
Gen. Stanley will bring a military foree from 
headquarters at San Antonio to put the school 
board in possession. 





OBITUARY. 


CHARLES ROBERT COSTER. 

Col. Charles Robert Coster died suddenly 
of angina pectoris Sunday night. Shortly before 
10 o’clock he left his residence, 103 West 
Seventy-first-street, fora walk. He had hardly 
closed the door when his dog attempted to 
settle ola scores with a neighbor’s dog, and in 
the excitement of an attempt at separating 
them, Col. Coster was stricken. He died soon 
afterward atthe Presbyterian Hospital, Seven- 
tleth-street. 

Col. Coster was the son of John H. Coster, and 
was born in this city Dec. 23, 1839. He had 
hardly begun a business life when the war broke 
out, and young Coster went to Washington as a 
private in the Tenth Company of the Seventh 
Regiment. On his return he was at once ap- 
amar to a Lieutenancy in the First Battalion, 

welfth Infantry, then recruiting at Fort 
Hamilton, and with this regiment he seryed 
tbrough the first Peninsular campaign. At 
Gaines’s Mill be was severely wounded. Shortly 
afterward he resigned his office in the regular 
army to accept the Colonelcy of the One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fourth New-York Volunteers, 
offered him py Gov. Morgan, and served with 
this regiment till very near the olose of the war. 

His military reeord was brilliant at Gettys- 
burg, Chancelloreville, and the Wilderness. Ho 
was 22 years of age when his brigade comman- 
der was killed, and he cornmanded the brigade 
himself in Howard’s Corps on Cemetery Ridge, 
Obtaining leave of absence he came heme, and 
was married to a daughter of Augustus J. 
James of Albany. A Brigadier’s commission 
awaited his return, but his young wife objected 
so strongly to hia rejoining the army that he 
resigned his commission. He was later made 
Provost Marshal tn this city. Under President 
Grant he served two terms as Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, and under Hayes and Arthur 
he was pension agent. In his civil offices he 
served as efficiently agin military affairs. For 
several years he had been a member of the 
Real Estate Exchange. He leaves a widow and 
four children. George Washington Post, G. A. 
R., of which Col. Coster was a member, will at- 
tena the funeral in a body, at his late residence, 
Wednesday, at 10 A, M.

DR. EDWIN M. SNOW. 

Dr. Edwin M. Snow, for nearly 30 years 
Superintendent of Health and City Registrar ot 
Providence, R. I., died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease in that city on Saturday night. Dr. Snow 
was born in Pomfret, Vt., in 1820, graduated at 
Brown University in the Class of ’44, and took 
his medioal degree from the Uollege of 


Physicians and Surgeons in this city. He com- 
menced practice in Providence, but soon turned 
his attention to sanitary scienee and vital 
statistics, in which he became a Jeading author- 
ity in this country. He founded the excellent 
Health Department of the city of Providence, 
having framed all the laws and ordinances 
relating to the subject, and was appointed its 
first Superintendert. In 1872 he was appointed 
by Gen. Grant one of the three Commissioners 
to represent this country at the International 
Statistical Congress held at St. Petersburg, and 
he also represented the Rhode Island Medical 
Society at the Prisun Congress held in London 
the same year. He was twice elected President 
of the American Publie Health Association, and 
was actively associated with most ef the organi- 
zations of this country formed for thse promv- 
tion of sanitary science and vital statistics. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
The Rev. Edwin Coan, Rector of Grace Epis- 
copal Church on Conselyea-street, Brooklyn, East- 


ern District, died yesterday at his home, 310 Driggs- 
street. Mr. Coan was 58 years old, and has had 
charge of Grace Churcn since 1882, 
served under Bishop Doaue of Albany. 
widow and two children. 

John Yates, one of the old-time journalists of 
Brooklyn, died suddenly of apoplexy on Sunday,at his 
home, 39 Greene-avenue, Brooklyn. Mr. Yates wasan 
Englishman, 60 years old, and for 30 years had been 
connected with Brooklyn papers. He was political 
reporter of the Standard- Union, and had a wide ac- 
quaintance among politicians and men of coase- 
quence. He wrote tor the New-York £xpress for 
many years, and afterward became connected with 
the Brooklyn £agle. He served on the Union, the 
Argus, and the Standard- Union. 


Charles F. Mauriee, a prominent oitizen of 
Sing Singdied from paralysis yesterday.

Maurice & Co.. which in 1864 was merged into the 
First National Bank of Sing Sing. He was Secre- 
tary of the Sing Sing Gas Company and an Eldrr in 
the Presbyterian Church. Fifty years ago last ed 
he married Miss Cornelia J. Oline of Princeton, N. 
J., who survives him together with two sons. 


Benjamin Blackiedge, one of the oldest mason- 
builders in this city, and fer over 50 years a resi- 


dent of the Ninth Ward, died on Saturday, in the 
seventieth year of his ago, at his residence, 292 
West Fourth-street. Mr. Blackledge’s business 
was largely confined to the work on fine office build- 
ings, the building at 67 Wall-street being among 
those erected by him. He was offered at one time 
the position of Superintendent.of Buildings for the 
city, but declined the office.

AN UGLY FIGHT WITH A BEAR. 





BRUIN WAS KILLED, BUT TWO MEN WERE 
BADLY INJURED. 

HARRISBURG, Dec. 24.—Philip Coreoran 
of Erle and his friend John Cleary of Pittsburg, 
two “gentlemen sportsmen,” wert to the Clear- 
field County woeds a few days ago to hunt 
pheasants and trap foxes, which have been un- 
usually plenty in that part of the State this 
season. The two hunters started tor 
the woods from the mountain village of 
Gazzam, and they laughed the native 
hunters to scorn when the latter told them 
that they might have the luck to bag bigger 
game than foxes and pheasants, as there were 
many bears still lurking about in the hills of 
that region. ‘he visiting sportsmen ridiculed 
the idea, and said that they did not believe 
there had been a bear in the county for 25 
years, They also declined all offers of a guide 
saying that they had been in the woods before. 
So they shouldered their guns and kit and 
started for the bills. 

Toward night that same day the two young 
sportsmen returned. Corcoran had bis arm in 
a sling, and both he and Cleary were covered 
with blood that seemed to have come from 
wounds on all parts of their bodies. Their 
clothing hung in tatters, and all the chipper- 
ness had passed away from them. They limped 
into the tavern and asked to be aeeommodated 
with adoctor. The landlord sent for a doctor, 
and, pending his arrival, the battered and tat 
tered trappers and hunters assured the landlord 
and a crowd of loungers that they were satisfied 
that their kuowledge ef the Clearfield woods 
and their possibilities was not as great as that 
of the natives. 

Corcoran’s astory,’briefiy teld, was that after 
he and his friend had gone about five miles into 
the woods they put up a bough house to shelter 
them during their stay, and Cercoran went in 
one direction and Cleary in another te seta trap 
or two and look for signs of pheasants. Cor- 
coran sat down on a stump a hundred yards or 
so from the dough house, and while filling his 
pipe heard a noise behind him, ard 
looking back he was surprised to sea 
a big bear standing within a few feet of 
him and eying him curiously. Corcoran had 
always heard that bears were arrant cowards 
and would invariably run away from a man 
unless they were cornered up and cvuldn’t get 
away. There was nothing to prevent this 
particalar bear frem running away, for the 
woods were wide and open; so Corcoran, al- 
though he was not loaded for bear, concluded 
to give this one just one shet, merely for the 
fun of seeing it tear away threugh the forest. 
He pulled up his gun aud blazed away. Hesaid 
that he almed at the bear’s fore shoulder, but 
for some reason the shot did not take that direc- 
tion. It struck Bruin’s nose and carried away 
the greater partef that useful organ and the 
greater part of the bear’s jaws. ‘he removal 
of these portions of the bear left twe rows of 
very white and savage-looking teeth gleaming 
in full sight of the astonished hunter, and gave 
the bear a hideous appearance. If the rule 
among bears is to make themselves scares when 
&@ wan appears before them, this bear broke the 
rule, Other bears might follow their noses as 
fast as their legs could carry them to places of 


_ safety, but this bear did not. Even if it had 


had so craven an intention it couldn’t have 
earried it out, forit had no nose to follow. 

The report of the gun had scarcely ceased to 
echo among the hills before the enraged and 
mutilated bear bad cleared the space between 
is and the disconcertea hunter, and before he 
knew exactly what the situation was he was a 
contestant in as lively a rough-and-tumbie fight 
as his most generous imagination could have 
pictured. 

Corcoran, being active and athletic, got away 
from the bear’s first assault with the loss of a 
fair share of his clothing and several strips of 
flesh, which the sharp claws of the bear had 
plowed from his arm. Fortunately, Corcoran 
had taken «a short-handled brush axe with him 
when he started out to ses his traps, and he suc- 
ceeded in picking it up from the ground, where 
he had placed it. He battered and pound- 
ed and hacked the bear with this 
axe, and was suecessful in foiling the 
furious animal in its frantie efforts to 
get him within the embrace of its huge paws. 
But in spite of the axe and Corcoran’s activity 
the bear kept close upon himand dealt him 
blows that left their mark. At last a lucky 
stroke with the axe between the bear’s eyes 
knocked the animalto the ground, but Cor- 
coran slipped and fell at the same time, and the 
bear tumbled on him, the animal’s weight com- 
ing heavily on his arm, breaking it. The bear 
did not rise nor attempt to. lood streamed 
from its many wounds. Corcoran struggled to 
his feetand lost no timein making his way 
back to the cabin. 

Cleary had returned to the cabin in the mean- 
time, and the sight of Corcoran covered with 
blood and the remnants of his elothing flap- 
ping in the wind scared him speechiess. When 
Corcoran had managed to tell Cleary that he 
had just killed a big bear almost in sicht of 
their quarters Cleary recovered himself and 
wont to binding up his comrade’s wounds as 
he best could. After that was dene he 
plucked up courage enough to goand take a 
look at the bear’s carcass. He came upon it 
stretched upon the ground. He gazed on ita 
moment and then gave it a savage kick. The 
bear proved not to be dead enough to put up 
with such an indignity withoute protest, and 
summoned strength and fury enough two rise 
once more and to claw Mr. Cleary very much 
out of shape before it fell to claw no more. 
Cleary returned to the bough cabin almost as 
much disfigured and qaite as badly tattered as 
his companion, and the transformation had been 
made in much less time. 

‘rhe two hunters did not tarry much longer in 
the woods, but started on what proved to be a 
tedious and painful journey back to Gazzam. 
They got into that place as described above. 
The doctor set Corooran’s arm and found 29 
gashes and scratches that had to be stitched or 
plastered. Cleary had escaped with 19. The 
two hunters described the localityin which 
their innocent excursion had been so suddenly 
and ruthlessly brought to an end, and next day 
@ party went out and found the dead bear. It 
wasa she oue of unusual size. Coreoran and 
Cleary departed from Gazzam as soon as they 
were able, taking with them the trophy of their 
enforeed valor, and each swollen with pride 
and many contusions. 


HOW A LETTER WAS PROVED GENUINE, 
From the Macon (Ga.) Telegraph, Dec. 19. 

In the United States court what has 
proved to be a most interesting case was 
broucht toan end yesterday morning. It was 
the case of a man named McCloskey, who was 
arrested about twe years ago on warrants from 
the State and United States eourts on the 
ebarge of violating the internal revenue lawa. 
Mr. Jake Menko stood his bond of $500 for trial, 


and McCloskey shortly disappeared. Search 
was made for him, and finally, at the last term 
of court, Menko produced a letter said to have 
beer written by MeCioskey to his wife in this 
city, and later on certificates to show that the 
man had died at a county hospital at San Fer- 
naude, Cal. The case was continued, however, 
and was again brought up Monday worning. 
The letter was shown tothe court. It wassigned 
“WwW. B. Hill,” and the certificate described Hill, 
saying he died, &c., and fitted McCloskey ex- 
actly. In order te make sure ef the evidence 
the letter purporting to have been signed bd 
McCloskey was turned over to Dr. L. B. Clif- 
ton, the chemist, for examination. The date 
and address had been blotted out with another 
kind of ink, and it could not be discovered by 
the natural eye where it came from nor where 
it was written. By aserises of chemical tests 
Mr. Clifton caused exe ink to turn a deep pur- 
pie and the other a carmine, and the name San 
Fernando, Cal, stood out in plain letters. Wnen 
court opened yesterday morzing the onemist 
produced the letter and showed to his Honor 
Judge Speer that the original address was Sau 
Fernazao, whereupon Menko was released 
upon his bond. 








LUCKY SiR FREDERICK GRENFELL. 
From the London World. 

Sir Frederick Grenfell, who is to conduct 
the operations at Suakin, is alucky man. He 
is only 47 years of ago. He jolned the Sixtieth 
Rifles in August, 1859, and left the regiment in 
January, 1886, on promotion to an unattached 
Lieutenant-Colonelcy. Three years previously 
be had been created a Queen’s aide-de-camp, 
with the rank of Colonel. He first came to the 
front in the operations in the Transkei in 
1877-8, when he was aide-de-camp to Sir Arthur 
Cunynghame, and afterward staff officer to 
Col. Glyn. In the Kafir war of 1878 he was 
D. A. A. and A. M. G. at headquarters. In the 
Zulu campaign of 1879 he was D. A. A. 
G. at headquarters, nis services in that 
capacity having earned fer him a brevet 
Lieutenant-Celoneley. his rank is generally 
the turning point of a military career, and it 
proved so 1p lis case.

He joined the Egyptian 
Army in 1883, ana served with it on the frontier 
in 1885-6, including the battle of Giniss. One 
way or another he has been well employed dur- 
ing the last 10 years.

IT 18 OALLED APHASIA, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The ‘‘queer loss of memory” that is quoted 
from the Jamestown Journal in to-day’s edition 
belongs to the phenomena of aphasia, a most inter- 
esting department of brain pathology. The term 
aphasia is applied to that class of disorders of the 
nervous centres that affect the function of lan- 
guage eapecially. 

Modern research has determined several centres 
in the cerebrum that relate to the outward expres- 
sion of thought by speech and writing, any one of 
which being feeble or diseased affects to some 
legree and in its peculiar manner such expression. 
For instance, a centre is ascribed to the visual 
recognition of words. If this becomes diseased the 


person affected can see well enough so far as the 
eye itself is concerned, but cannot grasp the meéan- 
iug of the words that he sees in print or manu- 
script. Another centre is ascribed to the reception 
af verbal sounds which may be inspired so that the 

ersonh Canuot umderstaud what is spoken to 
iim, language being then but unmeaning sounds to 
him. There i8 a writing centre also that 
relates to the ability to express our thoughts 
with the pen. Thiscentre may be affected quite 
alone by a lesion in the brain, so that the person can 
aot wiite a single word while he can read, hear, and 
speak with facility. Cases are reported of those who 
have been attacked by verbai blindness, 4. ¢., inavil- 
ity tocomprehend printed words, but when they 
were read tothem they at once understood their 
weaning. Prot. Charcot has the or of patients 
whose eyes were avatomically normal, but could 
only make ont the significance of printed words by 
tracing for themselves the letters that composed 
them either witha pen or a finger, thus bringing 
into play the graphic or writing centre as compen- 
sation for the defective visual centre. 

The case of Mr. Hibbara evidently belongs to the 
class of visnal defects, and the probability is that 
with the recevery of the use of his muscies and the 
co-ordinate action of the brain centres he will recov- 
erfrom his peculiarform of aphasia or memory 
loss.

WORK OF THE WEATHER, 

Few persons are aware of the continuous 
damage doing in Central Park this season because 
of the sterms and the supplemental cold weather. 
The Park Department makes no apparent effort to 
stop its progress, and os @ result in a very few 
years the handsome terminus ef the Mall, known 
as the Terrace, will resemble the walls of an 
ancient English mansion whioh has withstood a 
siege of the Roundheads. There are few exampies 


of the purely decorative art of stone carving nearly 
80 elaburate as the work on the sides of the Terrace 
stairway. Almost every known and imagined bird 
finds its representative here seated upon carved 
twigs orvines, Not long ago these protty little 
birds began to lose their bills and claws, but ne 
attentivn was paid to the disintegration, the Park 
police ao doubt believing the damage to have been 
done by boys. This year there are additional signs 
of ruin and much of the delicate tracery, costing 
thousands of doliars, is beyond repair. 

The real cause of the damage is the weather, The 
sandstone on which the carving is done isa free 
absorbent of water, and in case of a driving storm 
Decomes saturated. Whena cold snap follows, the 
water in the atone and in the interstices ot the carv- 
ing expands when it forms into ice, and with the 
enormous power given to natural pnenomens of this 
description suaps off the stone as though it had 
been struck with hammers. The disintegration to 
the obelisk was due to the ssmo cause, but it was 
ohecked by making the shaft waterproof. A simi. 
lar treatment of the covering on the Terrace might 
preserve it for many years.

Your Executive Committee since the elec- 
tion has been in receipt of communications from 
your General Committcemen and trem the clubs 
and societies forming the association In every 
part of the country. It is its pleasure to be 
able to report that there is no faltering from 
The issues of the last campaign, and no hesita- 
tion as to entering at once upon the contest of 
1892. 

The National Association was formed and 
Sts members organized too late for the most 
effective pampaign wore during the past Presi- 
dential contest. It failed to stem the tide of 
Republican ape poeeenrag ee and the effect of 
enormous sums of money handled by the most 
corrupt and efficient partisan organization ever 
known 1n this country; but with al] our disad- 
Vantages success was barely missed. The great 
manufacturing States of New-Jorsey and Con- 
necticut were carried.

During the past campaign the Republican 
Managers, political aud pecuniary, stopped at 
nothing to accomplish their end; sectional 
prejudices were aroused to warp the judgment 
of the erm A audacious bribery was resorted to 
to compiefe their purpose of debauching the 
people, so that they might wrench the Govern- 
went from the hands of aeciean administration 
and for a time riot in an immense surplus 
drawn from the teil of honest labor. But the 
Repubiiean organization lacks the moral power 
necessary to continued success. hen 
reason resumes its sway and another 
election occurs, the Democratic Party will 
again rise triumphant, and those who be- 
heve in class legisiation and corruption of the 
electoral franchise will again be driven from 
power. The party which has truth upon its side 
never fails of victory wben the truth is once 
Innde Known. One argument is worth a dozen 
fallacies. One organization campaigning for 
the truth and honest government in a four- 
years’ contest is worth a dozen armed only with 
prevarications and with money. 

With an abandonment of every minor motive 
and a steady application to the accomplishment 
of the great ends and the establishment of the 
#reat principles fur whieh our party was found- 
ed, as early as the Republic itself, we need have 
no fear of the result. We look back with self- 
respect and pride to the battie which we have 
waged,and with eontidence to the ones to come. 
Let us lose no timein preparation. The next 
struggle for contro! of the National Government 
will begin, not in 1892, but in the Congressional 
and Legislative elections of 1890. Let the 
Democratic clubs and societies step forward 
and with an active, earnest, vigilant, volunteer 
militia oppose the paid standing army of our 
opponents, inaugurating immediately the agita- 
tion of our great principles, and continuing it 
in every voting districtfor the next four years.

ELEOTRIO MOTORS FOR OARS. 


THEIR OPPONENTS IN THE BOARD OF 
ALDERMEN OVERRULED. 

The trouble the Harlem Railroad Com- 
pany has had to procure from the. Board of 
Aldermen permission to use the Julien electric 
motor on its tracks between the City Hall and 
Eighty-sixth-street, came to an end yesterday. 
The resolution of permission was passed. 

It was apparent as soon as the Board of 
Aldermen met yesterday that the foes of the 
measure were yet angry over their failure to 
kill it at the last meeting, when everything went 
their way up to the moment when, on motion of 
Alderman Storm, the board adjourned before 
the adverse vote on the matter could be an- 
nounced. Alderman Sullivan began the row 
yesterday by moving to amend tho minutes of 
the previous meeting so as to show tke vote 
then taken eon the resolution. The minutes re- 
corded only the names ef the Aldermen who 
voted for or agrinst it, but they were not 
enumerated, the clerk being in the middle of the 
enuweration when the board adjourned, A)der- 
man Storm met Alderman Sullivan’s motion 
with the point that the number of votes could 
not be recorded, as they had not been formally 
ascertained. Vice-President Dowling sustained 
Alderman Sterm. 

When his turn on the “general orders” list 
Was reached Alderman btorm callea up the 
motor resolution. He then still further angered 
his opponents by moving the previous question. 
They all began to shout protests. Alderman 
Walker insisted that the resolution had been 
defeated at the last meeting, notwithstanding 
that the vote had not been anneunced. He was 
overruied, The poll was called on the previous 
oo Big Alderman Claucy began to speak. 

ittle Alderman Storm choked him off, and he 
started to denounce his tormentor. The Vice- 
President’s gavel fell heavily, and Alderman 
Clancy dropped into his seat, almost suffocated 
by the words tnat were struggling to his lips. 
The previous question was ordered. But, under 
cover of asking to be excused from voting, some 
of the Aldermen gave vent to their disgust. 
Alderman Sullivan denounced Vice-President 
Dowling’s rulings as outrageous. Alderman 
Walker said the resolution of permission was in 
the interest of a mgs te Other railroad 
companies had, he said, offered to give a part of 
their receipts for the privilege of using electric 
motors, but the Harlem Railroad Company of- 
fered nothing. 

The resolution was passed. The Aldermen 
voting forit were Vice-President Duwling and 
Messrs. Barry, Benjamin, Conkling, Fitzsimens, 
Guather, Hubbell, MeCarthy, McMurray, Mar- 
tin, Mooney, Rinckhoff, Storm, and Von Minden. 
Those who opposed it were Messrs, Butler, 
Clancy, Holland, Joseph Murray, Oakley, Sulli- 
van, Tait, and Walker. Aldermen Divver and 
John Murray were absent, and Aiderman Cowie 
was excused from voting.

of an experiment, and yet we have done a very 
large amount of carrying. We have another 
car almost ready. It is now in the electric 
station at Highty-fifth-street and will be put on 
the roradinafew days. We have three other 
cars in construction at the Brill Company's 
works, and they will be shipped here ina few 
days. They will probably be all in service by 
Jan. 10. . 

‘As to the time when the line will be fully 
equipped with electric cars itis difficult to say. 
Tue road company is experimenting as to the 
—. cost of electricity as « motor and the 
old horse-car methotl ef traveling. It has been 
demonstrated that our cars will save from 10 
to 15 minutes in atrip from Eighty-fifth-street 
to the Post Office, and they certainly are superi- 
orin appointment to the old cars. But the 
road company has @ heavy stock of horses and 
cara on hand. -As a eonsequence, the substitu- 
tion of electric cars will be gradual. As the 
horses give out they will be replaced by our 
cars. This is the plan new agreed on, and it 
will probably be followed out. The ordinary 
horse-car driver can master the mechanical de- 
tails in from 24 to 48 hours.” 

Mr. Weston further said that the Julien Trac- 
tion Company had made no effort to introduce 
its cars on any other line in this city than the 
Fourth-avenue and would not make such an en- 
deavor until the system of running was per- 
fected. Nor haa it done anything 10 any other 
city of the United States. All its attention in 
America was concentrated on the Fourvth-ave- 
nue line.

PRIVILEGED FOR A FEW DAYS TO RUN 
OPPOSITION TO THE SHOPS. 

Christmas isa long time coming, and it 
don’t stay long. Next to the young folks it 
probably brings more joy to the itinerant dealer 
of holiday goods than to any class inthe met- 
ropolitan community. The sinall dealer blooms 
like the green bay tree from about a week be- 
fore the feast of Yule-tide and flourishes with 
surprising vigor until the new year. Where he 
comes from and whither he goes afier the 
harvest nobody knows or cares. It is only 
known that he plants himself along the curbstone 
of the popular shopping distriets all over the 
island, and is not only tolerated by the police 
and, public but toa large percentage of the 

oorer classes is sought for and regarded as a 

lessing. 

He either has a two-wheeled tray cart or a 
rough board stand, a barrel, a box, or anything 
with a capacity for holding triflies and trinkets. 
The dealer who is not certain of his stamping 
greund, cannot read his title clear, or has 
failed to pay tribute to the blue coat on 
the beat, is certain to have a portable stand 
anda stock and is always on the alert for 
the expected disturber of his peace. This par- 
ticular kind of dealer does not pay toll, tax, 
rent, or license fee. He is simply what is 
known to the commercial world as *‘a hustier.’’ 
He gets his goods on commission and returns 
what he fails to sell. He is a proverbial squat- 
terand fears no one but the knight of the 
locust, who either sneaks up and clubs him or 
takes him into eustody and contiscates his 
stock in trade. 

For the past week Eighth-avenue from Four- 
teenth-street to Thirty-fifth has been fringed 
witn the curbstone huckster. On this route he 
appears to be less molested than elsewhere, not- 
withstanding the fact that he obstructs the side- 
walk in violation of the law and solicits busi- 
ness from passers-by right under the very nose 
= the regular business men on that thorough- 

are. 

“The poor devils.” said a big policeman who 


stood at the corner of the avenue and Eight-. 


eenth-atreet yesterday afternoon, swinging his 
club and carelessiv watching the endless pro- 
cession of shoppers, ‘“‘whatis the use of club- 
bing them off the é6treet. Iknow they are dis- 
obeying the law, but holiday license lets us out. 
It is the one chance in the year that the 
wretches have to makea decent living and it 
would be an act of inhumanity to disturb them.” 





UNIQUE OHRISTMAS DECORATIONS. 

During no Christmas time in this city has 
the decoration of the stores been so general 
as it Is at present. Up town the street scenes 
are remarkably attractive, particularly at 
night, when the thoroughfares are crowded, 
the store windows lighted, and everything 
about the street is instinet with the bustle, 
hurry, and good-fellowship of Christmas time. 
There is a store in Sixth-avenue, near Twenty- 
eighth-street, which departs a bit from the 
usual run of decorattons, for poultry and game 
enter into the scheme. 

The front of the eating house up to the cornice 
of the building is covered py a succession of 
festoous of greens yard after yard, making the 
fagade as green a8 a moss-covered ruin. From 
the top of it all hangs an enormous turkey, 
unplucked, whose white plumage has not the 
slightest shadow on it.

A DETERMINED ATTACK TO BE MADE 
ON THE FERRY ABUSES. 

If concerted action and persistency will 
prevail the Hoboken Land and Improvement 
Company will be forced to abandon the attitude 
of monopolistic arrogance it has assumed to- 
ward its patrons and meet the demand for bet- 
ter accommodations on their Barclay-Street 
Ferry. The feeling against the company, now 
that it bas been given public expression, is rap- 
idly becoming formulated into a definite plan of 
campaign, and it will be surprising if the com- 
pany, which is compesed praetically of one 
man, with a few fellow-heirs of the Stevens 
estate as side partners, shows strength enough 
to withstand the public sentiment of Newark, 
with its 125,000 people; the Oranges, with 
60,000; Hoboken, with 30,000, and over a 
score of othey Northern New-Jersey towns. 

Talking endugh has been done and work will 
commence immediately after to-day’s sun 
tells of the passing of another Christmas Day. 
An abundance of money has been voluntarily 
offered to carry on the crusade. Dates have tot 
been fixed upon, but speakers have been chosen 
and next week several mectings will be hild 
alopg the line, all of which will raise the cry 
that the ferry company must meet the necessi- 
ties of the peeple—double-deck a run- 
ning every five minutes during the hours when 
New-York business inen are flocking to and 
from their homes. 

The largest of these meetings will probably 
be that held in Orange nnder the auspices of 
the New-England Sotiety. As this Sapieny. nuin- 
bers over 400 residents, who are well-to-do 
New-York business men, its co-operation counts 
for much. A committee from the different 
towns will at once be organized, which will 
carry out the suggestion that the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners be appealed to and the com- 

any forced into fulfilling any obligations 
t may have assumed with its ferry 
franchise relating to providing suitable 
and sufficient accommodations. The  pop- 
niar demand seems to be that ths 
New-Jerse Legislature be appealed to 
as well and requested to look into and remedy 
the condition of affairs, and the leaders in the 
yoovement will carry out this wish. Yesterday 
Trt TiMeEs editorially spoke of the injustice of 
exempting ferrvboats by United States law 
from the provisions limiting the number of 
passengers carried on steanrboats. The further 
statement that “itis the evident duty of Con- 
gress to amend the steamboat inspection laws 
go as to include ferry boats” struck a responsive 
chord in the hearts of the passengers on yester- 
day’s incoming trains, and created a discussion 
which makes it more than prebable that the 
victims of the Hoboken Ferry’s overcrowding 
may petition Congress to pass a bill in which 
ferry boats will be subject to inspeetion. 

A trip or two on the evening boats turnishes 
the best evidence efthe grievance from which 
the people are suffering. The crowds began to 
leave the city much eatlier than usual yester- 
day. Jaden with great packages of dainties 
for to-day’s feasting. Every buat from 4 to 6 
o’clock carried twice or eveh three times as 
many passengers as should be allewed, and six 
times as many as could find seats, Lhe boat 
Orange, which leaves this side at 5:20, was par- 
ticularly crowded.

When the slip on the other side was reached 
the gates were thrown up and men and teams 
rushed up the gangway in a grand eonfusjon, 
which was striking priucipally beeause, when 
it was over, no weunded passengers were to be 
found in its wake. To go from the clear outside 
air into one of the non-ventilated cabfhs just 
after such a crowd has left the boat is positive 
ly siekening. The air is so heavy that it is diffl- 
cult to breathe and the smell is strong enough 
to spoil one’s appetite. 

This is what the patrons of the ferry have at 
last come to look upon as an improper and an 
unhealthy state of atfairs.

DR. CARROLL TELLS THE BAPTIST PAS- 
TORS SOME QUEER IYAOTS. 

The Baptist Pastors held their usual Mon- 
Gay morning conference yesterday at 9 Murray- 
street. The Rev. H. B. Mason actedas Moderator. 
Before the usual reading of an essay the Pas- 
tors were called upon for remarks on books 
recently read, and the Rev. Dr. Eddy gave his 
views on “John Ward, Preacher,” which he 
termed a counterpart of ‘Robert Elsmere.” 
He thought both books caricatures of pure 
Christianity and decidedly damaging to the 
public mind. Though carefully written, they 
presented the principles of the Ohristianity 
they portrayed in a false light. 

Some time was taken up in the discussion of 
baptizing three times, and Dr. Sampson thought 
there was good authority for so doing. He 
had scen it systematically done in the Greek 


Church, and once near the banks of the Neva, in 
Russia, he had seen ice three feet thick cut and 
immersivns even then made three times, the 
face downward. 

The essay of the morning was on “ Denomi- 
national ‘Titles,” and was read by Dr. H. K, 
Carroll, of the Independent, The essay Was & 
humorous attack on the tendency of denemina- 
tional sects to break up into branches and sub- 
divisions aad assume titles which were in many 
cases superfiuous. The paper devoted a good 
deal of space to these tendencies among the 
Presbyterians, and especially the Methodists. 
The essayist kept the Pastors in roars of laugh- 
ter, and when he took up the Baptist denomina- 
tion the amusement was even more general. 

“Of bedies that are Baptistin name and in 
faith,” he said, “ there is a list that tor length 
catries the palm. First comea the ‘Regular 
Baptists,’ represented by several distiuct 
bodies; then the ‘ Northern,’ the ‘ Southern,’ the 
* Anti-Mission,’ and three ‘ African Conventions,’ 
the ‘ Free- Will Baptists,’ the ‘Original Free-Will 
Baptists,’ the ‘ Geweral Baptists,’ the ‘Separate 
Baptists,’ the ‘United Baptists,’ the ‘Seventh- 
Day Baptists,’ the ‘ Seventh-Day German Bap- 
tists,” the ‘Six-Principle Baptists,’ in short, 
there are by actual count two dozen branches of 
Baptists, and they might be classified alter the 
manner of classifying the verb, as ‘ Regular,’ 
‘Irregular,’ ‘Redundant,’ and ‘Detective Bap- 
tists.’”’ The esaayest closed with suggesting 
that a less amount of splitting up into various 
factions would bring more unifurmly success- 
ful results. 

Just before the paper was read the Pastors 
were thrown into a eommotion by the crank 
who Galis himaelft ** Lewis, the Light.” He had 
remained seated during the general discussion, 
and when the Moderator asked if there were 
any brethren to be introduced he arese and intro- 
duced himself, delivering a short address, which 
was rendered much sborter than he intended by 
one of the Pastors quietly conducting him out 
of the room. 


THE ATLAS NOT RAISED. 

The Merritt Wrecking Company has been 
compelled by the run of ice in the North River 
and the celd snap to suspend operations tem- 
porarily on the sunken steamer Atlas. This 
steamer, one of the Atlas Line, arrtved from 
Aspinwall Oct. 24, was run into by a Jersey 
Central ferryboat off Liberty-street, and went 
down in four minutes abreast of the Hobeken 


Ferry Company’s house, at the foot of Barclay- 
oa and forming an obstruction to naviga- 
on. 

It was early last month that the wrecking 
company began work. Big pontons were towed 
tothe spot and chains were placed under the 
Keel.’ These chains were attached to the pen- 
tons, and gradually the heavy craft was lifted 
frem the bed of the river and swung in its iron 
cradle. It was moved fully 600 feet befure the 
cold weather arrived. This brought floating ice 
from up the Hudson, and the 14 chains of 
the improvised cradle were affected by frost so 
that some of the 16-inch links parted. It be- 
came impracticable to proeeed further in the 
work, ‘The hull is back on theriver bed and 
the chains are staked at the bottom. The pon- 
tons and other floating apparatus have been 
towed away. Nothing more toward raising the 
wreck will be done probably until Spring.

AND PRAISE, 

FIRE COMMISSIONERS BERATED BY MR. 
HEWITT AND JURY COMMISSIONER 
REILLY HIGHLY COMPLIMENTED. 

Mayor Hewitt was ina lively mood ves- 
terday and he made the proceedings of the 
Board of Estimate anti Apportionment inter- 
esting with his comfhents on city officers. His 
remarks about the Fire Commissioners were far 
from pleasing to those gentlemen. Neither 
Commissioner Croker nor Ceramissioner Purroy 
has appeared before the board to support their 
estimate of the appropriation needed for the 
proper maintenanee of the department next 
year. Commissioner Fitz John Porter sent a 
letter to the board yesterday asking that the 

rovisional appropriation already maée should 

S increased by $15,000. He said that the esti- 

mates made by him and his colleagues were 

very close, and that thelr reduction would in- 
terfere with the efliclent management of the 
department, ; 

Mayor Hewitt said that charges had been 
made that the large appropriation made for the 
Fire Department last year had been squandered 
and the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
had been censured for allowing the Fire Com- 
missioners the opportunity to squaudér public 
money. Yet none of the Commissioners had 
appeared before the board to attempt to refute 
the charge ot waste by explaining bow they had 
spent the money. 

“Who makes the charges ?” 
missioner Coleman. 

“Phe newspapers, one of which may be said 
to be the organ of the Fire Department,” an- 
swered the Mayor. Other Commissioners 
against whom charges had been made, he con- 
tinued, had come forward to defend themselves, 
but the Fire Commissivnoers had not thought fit 
to give the Board of Estimate any information. 

Comtnissiouer Coleman remarked that it was 
perhaps difficult for the Fire Commissioners to 
appear, as they had much business to do, Com- 
missioner Porter attending to the oflice work 
and Commissioners Croker and Purroy attend- 
ing to outside departmental ailairs. 

“Oh, yes, they do a great deal of outside 
work,” was the Mayor’s comment on this. 

Brit he and the Tax Commissioner did not 
mcan the same thing. 

The board did not increase the previsional 
estimate with the $15,000 asked for by Comumis- 
sioner Porter, but on the report of Tax Commis- 
sioner Coleman if allawed the Fire Commission- 
ers $15,000 more than it had previously thought 
sufficient to build anew fire boat. The new es- 
timate is $65,000, 

The estimates of Commissioner of Jurors 
Reilly were next taken up. Mr. Reilly had asked 
tor a special allowance of $13,400 to enable 
him toempioy 14 more clerks and messeugers 
in the enlargement of the jury list, 80 that per- 
sons who now escape duty may be compelled to 
do it and that citizens who now serve on a jury 
once a year may not be compelled to serve more 
than once in two years. The board had 
cut down the sum (to $7,000, but 
yesterday Commissioner Reilly convinced it 
that his plans were good, so they increased the 
item in aceordance with his desire. 
Hewitt said he had been aifevted by a prejudice 
against Cominissioner Reiily, whom he had 
considered a mere politician appointed to oitice 
as a@ reward tor political services. But that 
prejudice had been overcome. He had found 
Mr. Reilly a careful and competent officer. Tho 
Mayor's 6ncomium overpowered Commiussiener 
Reilly and he retired biushbing. 

Distriet Atterney Fellows next appeared be- 
fore the board, witha statement showing that 
he nad in this year done much more work than 
had ever been done before in his oflice, Mayor 
Hewitt questioned him about the truth of the 
statement made by the police that it was net 
worth while to make exeise arrests, because 
the cases were not tried. Mr. Fellows said 1t 
Was not true. He was given the $150,790 he 
asked for, including $25,000 for contingencies, 
an) he was about to depart when Mayor Hewitt 
said: 

“By the way, Colenel, are you going to aban- 
don the bribery cases?” 

“Tam net,” answered Col. Fellews, and then 
departed.

THE MAYOR AND THE GROCERS. 


HIS HONOR SUGGESTS A SERIOUS DE- 
FECT IN THEIR ORDINANCE, 

A committee of grocers called upon Mayor 
Hewitt yesterday to ask him te approve of the 
ordinance to compel farmers and other whele- 
sale sellers of vegetables, &c., to give certain 
weights in their packages. Ex-President Buss- 
ing of their union told the Mayor that they 
were all pledged to sell by weight. The Mayor 
interrupted him, saying: 

“Why didn’t you put that into your ordl- 
nance? Sauce for the goose is sauce for the 


gander. Go back and get your ordinunce 
amended. I will not be aparty to establishing 

: rule that affects a class. Your measure is not 
ust. 

Mr. L. J.‘Callanan then spoke in favor of the 
ordinance, saying that the grocers had tried to 
induce the tarmers to agree to sell by weight 
and had only gone te the Aldermen as a last 
resort. Mayor Hewitt oy age contempt for 
the Aldermanic mind, and Mr. Callanan wenton 
and grew warm in denouncing the practice of 
selling vegetables otherwise than by weight. 
He wound up by asserting that he knew that 
Mayor Hewitt’s mind was made up. 

* You know nothing of the sort,” interrupted 
the Mayor, ‘‘ and you have no right to say so. 
But there is nothing that would be more likely 
to make me come to a deoision against this 
measure than the sort of talk you indulge in.’”’ 

After some further talking the Mayor bade 
the grocers good-bye, with this remark: “If you 
get an ordinance passed making it obligatory 
upon grocers, marketmen, and all others to sell 
their commodities by the pound I will gladly 
sign it. As itis, you want yourselves to be ex- 
empt from the operation of the law. ‘The or- 
dinance, as it stands, would enable you to buy 
by the pound and sell by the méasure.” 


PRIZES FOR ILL-DOING. 

“Tt is outrageous, Sir, and I am surprised 
that the press does not make war upon the 
manufacturers.” 

Thus spoke a Broadway dealer in smokers’ 
goods yesterday to a TIMES reporter who had 
dropped into the stere for a cigar and casually 
referred to the cigarette trade. The criticism 


had reference to the practice of offering pre- 
miums that enticed boys to excessive oigarette 
smoking. It sounded oddly—a dealer practi- 
cally condemning a profitable branch of his 
business. 

“Yes,” said he, ‘‘there is no question that 
demands more public attention than the pre- 
vailing methods of cigarette manufacturers to 
foster and etimulate smoking among children. 
Every possible device has been employed to 
interest the juvenile mind, notably the litho- 
graph album. This can only be obtained by a 
requisite number of vouchers that the appli- 
caut has purchased so many hundred ojgar- 
ettes. At the office of a leading factory in this 
city you can see any Saturday afternoen a 
crowd of chidren with vouchers clamoring for 
the reward of self-inflicted injury.” 

The prize is nothing but a picture boek given 
in exchange for certificates, but these certif- 
icates show that an equal number of packages 
of cixarettes has heen purchased, presumabl 
by the child at the expense of its mental, moral, 
and physical condition. Twelve different al- 
bums are new offered as prizes for smoking cer- 
tain brands of cigarettes. Many a boy under 12 
years is striving tor the entire collection, which 
necessitates the consumption of nearly 12,000 
cigarettes. He will become demoralized, and 
possibly dishonest, to accomplish his purpose. 








INQUEST IN THE WINCHESTER OASE. 

Coroner Nugent began an inquest yester- 
day in the case of Thomas D. Winchester, the 
hotel keeper who died at the Ninaty-ninth- 
Street Hospital Dec. 12. Officer Charles Ballow 
of the Twenty-sixth Precinct testified to calling 
anawbulance and going back with it to the 
hospital. Hedid net seareh Mr. Winchester be- 
cause he was still alive, and bad him entered on 
the station-house blotter as unknown. 

Joseph E. Dunn, Superintendent and House 
Surgeon of the hospital, said it was no part of 
his duty to notify the friends and relatives of 
patients received by him. Hesent one of the 
letters in Mr. Winchester’s pockets te the police 
station afew hours after his admission, and

{HH OITY IS HELPLESS. 


AGAINST THE STEAM COMPANY’S WAN- 
TON DESTRUCTION OF THE STREETS. 
D. Lowber Smith, Commissioner of Pub- 

lic Works, was asked yesterday if something 

could not be done to place a check on the New- 

York Steam Company’s work of destruction 

throughout the streets and avenues of this 

city. 

He answered: “ Nothing. The city authori- 
ties are perfectly helpless. Our hands are tiel 
by State legislative action and a mandamus 
issued by the Supreme Court which prevents us 
from interfering with the company, and com- 
pels us to issue permits to the company to tear 
up thé streets wherever it pretends its system 
needs repairing.” 

«But 1s there no way to cempel the company 
to place the pavements in as geod condition as 
it found them ?”’ 

**So far we haye not succeeded in doing so. 
When we complain that it is not fulfilling the 
provisions of the contract set forth in its per- 
mit it offers the egcuse that, having removed 
the conerete foundation of the pavement, it has 
only repaired it temporarily, and that a perma- 
nent and lasting job will be made of it as soon 
as the ground settles. This, to the best of my 
knowledge, has never been gone. 

“On the contrary, the city has had to follow 
the repair men up and finish their work. Tnou- 
sands of yards of pavement have to be renewed 
by the city every year. All this results from 
the impetfect work done by the repair men of 
the different companies who are continually 
tearing up the streets. The cost to the city is 
enormous, but [ see no recourse. 

“This business has become such an intolerable 
and crying nuisance that some extreme meas- 
ures will have to be adopted to stopit. What 
is needed isa vigilance committee which will 
tear up the tracks of all railroads which ruin 
the streets and puta stop to such work as the 
Steam Company does. It will never be stopped, 
however, until some of the taxpayers rise up in 
their wrath and have the Steam Company in- 
dicted as a public nuisance. 

*“T would put a step to its work ina hurry if 
I had the authority. But ne authority is vested 
in the city authorities which the company can- 
not set asige. Here is an iltustration of its 
course of procedure: About three years ago, 
when Fifth-avenue was being repaved, the 
Steam Company wanted to cross the avenue at 
Fifty-sixth-street. The pavement was still in 
the hands of the contractors and we refused it 
apermit. It then applied to the court, which 
issued a mandamus to prevent it from being in- 
terfered with. It then crossed the avenue, tore 
up the concrete, and has since then gone the 
whole length of the avenue trom Fifty-ninth- 
street down. Thatis the course it has adopted 
in all its dealings with this department. 

“The fact is,” said Commissioner Smith, in 
conclusion, “that the whole system of steam 
distribution in this city is a failure. If it were 
not so these constant repairs would not have 
to be dene. It has been demonsteated that 
pipes thathave been buried but a short time are 
fHimest compietely ruined. The work has been 
largely experimental, and is still so. Something 
must be done very soen to stop the tearing up 
of the pavements, but as yet there has been no 
remedy proposed.”

MR. MARSH “‘STANDS BY” THE FAT ANN 
O’DELIA DISS DEBAR. 

Argument on the writ of habeas corpus 
secured by Ann O’Delia Diss Debar, requiring 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children to produce her daughter and adopted 
daughter in court, attracted many people to 
the Supreme Court,Chambers, before Judge An- 
drews, yesterday.

Proceedings were vpened by Mr. Townsend, 
who read a traverse to the answer to the writ 
tade by Mr. Gerry. He recited how Mme. Diss 
Debar’s happy sojourn at Mr. Marsh’s residence 
on Madison-avenue had been broken up and 
Mme. Diss Debar wept. is client could do 
what she claimed to be able todo. She offered 
to preduce a picture in court before Judge An- 
drews’s faee andeyes. Judge Andrews did not 
accept her offer. 

Mr. Marsh dia not assent to the traverse so 
far as it attacked Mr. pena but said he sup- 
posed the children were taken charge of be- 
cause their parents were temporarily separated 
from them, and was surprised that Mr. Gerry 
should now offer any objection to them being 
returned. The parents were able to take care 
of them, and there was no right in their being 
kept awdy. He then entered & defense of Mme. 
Diss Debar, and declared that he himself was 
ho more mad than was Paul. 

Mr. Gerry declared that the children had been 
placed inan institution where their identity 
was unknown, and thatif it became known 
they weuld be removed, so great would be the 
@utery against them. The people who claimed 
them were totally uafitto have them in their 
charge, and all the advance. they had mafe in 
their oducation during the -imprisonment of 
Gen. and Mme, Diss Debar would be for nothing 
if they were given up.

BROOKLYN’S SUBWAYS. 

Mayor Chapin of Brooklyn received the 
annual report of the Electrical Subway Commis- 
sion yesterday, and found that the Commission- 
ers are more encouraged now than at any pre- 
vieus time since their appointment. Tho cause 
for this encouragement lay in the fact that dur- 
ing the past year the length of wire under- 
ground has more than doubled, increasing from 
1,453 to 2,928 miles. These figures include 


about seven miles of cables attached to the ele- 
vated railroad structures. The telephone wires 
are being buried more rapidly than any others 
on account of the constant extension of the 
business. This class of wires has increased from 
3,557 miles in 1886 to 7,037 miies at date. 

During the past year the New-York and New- 
Jersey Telephone Company has taken down 714 
miles of wires, the Western Union Telegraph 
Company 20 miles, and the electrio light com- 
panies 50 miles. In doing this 317 unsightly 
poles were taken down. The Commissioners 
estimate that over 800 miles of overhead wires 
will have been removed by the first of the year. 
Previous to Jan. 1, 1888, only 600 miles hag 
been removed. 

Although there are 2,871 miles of telephone 
wires in the conduits, only 1,565 miles of them 
are in use, the reason for whioh, the report “—. 
is the practice of laying the cables, not for 
present but for prospevtive business require- 
ment. 

The Commissioners propose to introduce a 
bill at Albaay giving them the power to require 
electrical companies to place their wires on the 
elevated roads when possible to do so. Suvh a 
bill failed last year. 

The question of burying electric light wires, 
the Commissioners think, is still unsolved, and 
they think that a serious danger presented by 
their being unprotectéi calls imperatively for 
some system by which they can be placed in 
conduits.

The last-named gentleman is a pres- 
ent Commissioner.

KILLING DOGS SCIENTIFIOALLY. 
The statement of Mayor Hewitt that he 
was not satisfied with the method of killing 
stray dogs inthis city by drowning has led to 
experiments with other means for putting them 
out of the way with as little pain as possible, 


Tests were made yesterday at the dog pound 
of illuminating gas and ohloroform. here 
were present at the pound President Bayles of 
the Board of Health, Dr. Cyrus Edson, Dr. 
Allen, Dr. Beebe, Mr. Hankinson of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty te Animals, Dr. 
Johnson, and Dr. Charles F. Roberts. 

Ninety dogs were placed in a large box iooking 
lixe an immense refrigerator. Through the box 
runs a pipe through openings in which the gas 
pours forth into the box. Afterthe gas was 
turned on for three minutes there was no per- 
ceptible effect, but in from 30 to 50 seconds 
later the dogs were all dead. Death was appar- 
ently painless, as the dogs simply fell over, and 
with a convulsive movement or two died. The 
dogs were allowed to remain in the box 20 min- 
utes before they were removed, though all were 
dead in five minutes. About 100 feet of gas—a 
combination of coal and water gas taken out of 
the regular street mains—was used. 

The chloroform treatment was not considered 
so effective a wayof killing the dogs. There 
were used 78 ounces of chloroform in the same 
box and 20 dogs were put in. When affected by 
the chloroform they struggled more than when 
the gas was used, and acted as though they were 
drunk. From the time they were affected by 
the fumes of the drug till they died was about 
120 seconds. The chloroform is more expensive 
than the gas treatment.
